Engineers have told city officials 
that salt water 


intrusion—which has already wiped out one of the city's 
:three wells—could render the other two, and a fourth 
emergency well now being drilled, worthless.

That would leave the city with no water supply. 
Jittery officials have placed a $750,000 bond issue 


on the ballot for approval in Tuesday's municipal'elec- 
tion. "If the bond issue doesn't pass," Mayor Gibbs said, 
"the city may be in for water rationing."

Money raised by the bonds would provide a link to 


Metropolitan Water, District lines and a. two-million-gal- 


lon reservoir.

In the' past, Seal Beach has relied on Long Beach 


for emergency water supplies. But, Mayor Gibbs said, 
increased water needs in Long Beach, have forced that 
city to terminate the agreement effective this June. 


That would leave Seal Beach with no emergency 


supply should the wells fail. 


'. ; Southern California's 12-year-old drought has lowered 
water tables below the critical point and has caused 
creation of Water Replinishment Districts in an effort to 
pump Colorado River water into the underground, to 
prevent intrusion of salt water along strata normally 
filled with fresh water.

Wells right along the coast, however, have not been 


saved by the replenishment program 
and in several 


coastal areas the water wells have been ruined by sail 
water flowing into them. 


"We have been informed that salt water intrusion 


into our wells is right at hand," Mayor Gibbs said. "It 
could happen tomorrow or next year. The engineers can't 
pinpoint the exact, time."

The bond issues requires a two-thirds majority to 


pass and that is what admittedly worries city officials. 
The entire city council, the Chamber of Commerce and 
other civic groups have endorsed the bond issue. 


If the issue is approved, Mayor Gibbs said, the pipe- 


line hookup would be hoped for in a year. Huntington 
Beach, .Garden Grove and Westminster are expected to

join with Seal Beach in extending the link to the MWD 
line. 


Mayor Gibbs described the installation of the pipe- 


line as "a race against time." 


"The bond issue simply must pass this time if we 


are to avoid serious trouble," she said. 


Water rationing, she said, could be in varying de- 


grees. Al its easiest—if not all the wells are eliminated— 
it could mean simple restrictions on the watering of lawns 
and garden plants. 


Should the shortage become more acute, she said, 


it could mean a prohibition on the use of automatic 
washers, dishwashers, showers and other major water 
outlets in the homes.

Contractors will need nine months to complete reno- 


vation, he said. 


"We'll open the. hospital gradually, opening up new 


wards every few weeks," McLaughlin said.

Shell and Alger Hiss — are all pleased over an error in 
Nixon's book, "Six Crises." The error was the state- 
ment that the FBI had the typewriter which convict- 
ed Hiss. Actually, the testimony by the FBI in the 
1948 trial was thai it had been established that letters 
written by Mrs. Hiss were typed on the same type-: 
writer as were some of the secret State Department 
documents which had been turned over lo a Com- 
munist agent by Miss.

The error in Nixon's book had nothing to do with 


the testimony that convicted Hiss. It was an error to 
say the typewriter was in the hands of the FBI when 
the evidence was based on comparisons of letters and 
documents typed on the same typewriter. The correc- 
tion is being made in the next edition of the book., 
But we doubt this error in detail justifies the clamour. 
it has caused. Attorney General Robert Kennedy has 
the past week stated a review of all the evidence fails 
to support Hiss in his claim of innocence. 


If this is the only serious error his opponents can 


find in the 460-page book, it is quite a record for ac- 
curacy. It covers 14 years of the widest public ex- 
periences of any man in public life today. It is natural 
many people disagree with many of Nixon's actions. 
The Hiss case is one that does great credit to Nixon. 
But it also brought him implacable enemies who will 
never forget the part he took in that case.

self for nine days at Apple Valley where he dictated 
the entire book. It was then turned over to a research 
team to check it for errors. It was an example of con- 
centration few professional writers could match. H 
gives a view of government and some of the great 
crises of the past 14 years which arc historical, as 
well as informative. It is becoming one of the best 
.sellers, if not the best seller, in the nation. 


It might be rewarding if the background of his 


opponents were as frankly told to the nation. But few 
of them have ever had the experiences to make an 
interesting book. Also, many of them could not af- 
ford to bare their thoughts and experiences to the 
whole nation.

The attacks on Nixon have been severe through- 


out his political career. But a man who has taken so 
vital a part in government must expect such attacks. 
The remarkable fact is that with all the evidence that 
has been brought lo bear on his career he received 
only a fraction of a per cent less votes than did his 
opponent in 1960— and carried his own state, which 
has a GO per cent Democratic registration. 


So many of the attacks have been made without 


evidence damaging to Nixon— it is probable the large 
majority of the people have tired of reading them. 
Every experienced politician knows there is a point 
where extremism starts working to the benefit of the 
person attacked. There is good reason to believe 
Nixon has reached that point. 
His opponents will 


need much more conclusive evidence of his weak- 
ness or unfitness for office if they are lo accomplish 
their purposes of eliminating him ns a public figure. 
The attacks on the Hiss case have brought about 
some strange bedfellows. — L.'A.C.

the clock .brick this week and imposed 'what clearly 
was cruel and' unusual punishment on a youngster 
scarcely old enough to shave. 


The youngster, age 20, had already served two 


years in a-military prison for larceny and unauthor- 
ized leave. Technically, he had already been, dis- 
charged from the service. But the Marines gave him 
a little farewell party.

The prisoner was escorted from his quarters by 


three drummers playing; a death march.- -He was 
marched to a position front and center in a Marine 
.formation. An order of discharge was read aloud. 
Then the prisoner was escorted between long rows'of 
Marines who turned their backs on him as he ap- 
proached. He was escorted to the gate, handed a paper 
bag containing his belongings, and released to resume 
his life as a private citizen. 
, 


All (his was not quite as bad, of course, as the 


Civil War ceremony in which the prisoner, .with head 
shaven and with the letter of his crime burned into 
his clieek: by a hot iron, was escorted through the 
camp by drummers. The scar of that treatment was 
visible for the remainder of the man's life. 


In the case of the young Marine, his experience 


has Ieft.no scar—except the hidden one within which 
will haunt him,,and perhaps society, for the rest of 
his days.'.

Wow, if we ever get 'cm growing like that, it's going to 
be hard for Pop to leave Long Beach and give as his 
reason, "I want to go to the Colorado River and get some 
catfish." Friend wife can tell him to go to the back bays 
here and catch some of those big bagres.

SPEAKING OF CATFISH, the Colorado River and 


salt-water, we are getting so mixed up that we are 
wondering just what is happening to all kinds of fishes. 
For instances, three anglers went to the Colorado River 
below the Palo Verde Diversion Dam and tried for catfish. 
They caught striped bass instead! 


Bob Metcalf got two stripers (11-4 and 7). Harold 


Smith, Bell Gardens, caught one weighing 8-4, and his 
brother, Jerry, got one weighing 8-2. 


Although biologists haven't determined how those 


stripers iire propagating in the Colorado since they were 
planted about a year ago, they are optimistic enough to 
feel that further plantings should he made in that area. 


The Colorado River Wildlife. Management Committee 


met at Las Vegas a few days ago and discussed numbers 
of projects that should help the Colorado. One plan was 
unanimously approved. It would make stripers available 
for introduction into Havasu Lake. 


There's nothing final about the proposal, all fish and 


game commissioners of the stales involved must approve 
the idea. 


For those readers who are. not acquainted with 


striped bass, they are like steelhead trout—living both in 
the ocean and in fresh water. However, stripers have 
been found to live very happily in fresh water without 
ever going to sea. 


ON THE FRESH-WATER FRONT—Irvine Lake's 


weekly summary showed that 
Donald Degman, San 


Bernardino, topped all anglers with an eight-pound bass. 
Spawning crappie were beginning to hit Vee Bee flies 
and Go-Getters . . . Crappie and bluegill are giving anglers 
plenty of excitement at Railroad Canyon Lake near 
Elsinore . . . John Reginato writes from Redding that 
F. W. Cadwallader hooked a 14-pound, I-ounce brown 
trout on a yellow and black Bomber while plugging for 
bass near the Pit River Bridge on Shasta Lake.

LAW IN NEWS 
Landlords May Face Headaches 


Many people depend for 


their income upon the rental 
Tom real property. 


Good management rests on 


many separate things: Not 
the least of these is the se- 
eclion of good tenants, thus 
to 
avoid 
legal 
headaches 


which an undesirable tenant 
may cause. 


Suppose a tenant fails to 


pay his rent, or creates a 
niisance by. being noisy: Even 
though your written lease or 
rental agreement says you 
can end the tenancy, re-enter 
the premises and evict ,the 
enants, the law will not per- 
mit you to.- The law frowns 
on salf help even.though the 
tenant's possession is unlaw- 
ul. 


AS A RESULT, legal as- 


sistance is often needed. For 
the tenants must be served 
with a notice that the tenancy 
is ended — and this notice 
must he carefully worded. If 
he does not move out of his 
own accord one must file a 
lawsuit (called an unlawful 
detainer action) and obtain a 
court judgment. Then if the 
tenant does not move out vol- 
untarily, 
the 
sheriff 
must 


move him out. All of these 
steps cost money. 


A well drawn lease or 


rental a g r e e m e n t will :do 
much to solve the landlord's 
problems and spell out the 
tenant's obligations. Things 
that a good lease can say: 


1. In case of a lawsuit 


which party shall pay the 
legal 
expenses. 
Sometimes 


laeses say the tenant; and 
sometimes, the winning party. 


*

2. WHAT SHALL be done 


if the tenant abandons, the 
premises leaving behind his 
personal belongings. Unless 
the lease allows the owner to 
place the property in storage 
at the. tenant's expense, a 
wrong guess by the landlord 
may make him liable in dam- 
ages to the tenant.

though it undeniably lins great beauty. Cre- 
ative dancing is constantly exploring and 
experimenting. These young dancers are 
enthusiastic, earnest and energetic. 


The dancers are asked (o relate their 


movements to their own experience. They 
Ihen expand from natural action to larger 
movements in order to more dramatically 
express their emotions. Modern dance is 
not a literal presentation. It goes around 
or behind a fact, embellishing it. 


WITH THAT for a starter let's examine 


how a dance drama develops. On Ihe pro- 
gram for "This Is Space" it says "choreog- 
raphy by the individual." And it's exactly 
that. 


After Ruiz explains his idea he tosses it 


to the dancers. They decide, in this case, to 
define space geometrically at first by mea- 
suring it. They form beautiful patterns of 
squares and triangles. They are surround-. 


, ing space, as it were. Then someone inter- 


polates the idea of giving space direction 
by pacing it off, or giving it levels.

BERT'S EYE VIEW 


'Crime and Punishment' Brings Prisoners' Stories

ryilE SALLOW FACED man said: 


"The next 30 minutes are going to be painful 


for me and they may be very painful for you, too, 


"1 want to tell you what it's like to murder a 


man—to be in here for life." 


The sallow-faced man was one of 42 prisoners 


interviewed by Clete Roberts for his "Crime and 
Punishment" program on Thursdays at 8:30 p.m., 
channel 5. 


The sallow-faced man, scnfenccd (o jail for car 


theft, had murdered a cellmate. He had a record of 
trouble with the law dating back to childhood. 


"The reason why I stole my first car was that 


I was drunk," he said. "I had a drinking problem. 


, , 1 drank and drank and drank. 


"Reality has awfully rough edges. 1 tried to take 


off those rough edges. 
. 


"But it didn't work very well. I was in pain both 


ways—when I was drinking and when I wasn't 
drinking. 


"All 
I want to do is get oul of prison and just 


( • get drunk." 


THE SALLOW-FACED man was at the Vaca- 


ville Medical Facility where psychiatrists were 
attempting to help him. They were capable psychia- 
trists but the man seemingly was incapable of 
working with them to help himself. 


Richard A. McGec, director of the Department 


of Corrections, said at the conclusion of the pro- 
gram that the man was seeking "a magic pill and 
blames us for not having it." 


Interviewer Roberts, after the program 
was 


filmed, informed prison officials he thought the 
man was "excited and upset," 


Officials checked the man and came away with 


(he impression that he was "elated." 


That night the sallow-faced man broke into the 


prison hospital and drank a large amount of methyl 
alcohol. H killed him. 


Ironically, he had several times before attempted 


suicide. At the age of 27 he found death in'satisfy- 
ing his craving to "j'ust gel drunk."

EACH OF THE 42 prisoners whom Roberts intcr- 


,vievv.ed volunteered and there were, rnany .more 
volunteers than there was lime available. ' ' • ' 


None of the volunteers received us much as • 


cigarette for his or her interview. 


Why did they do it? 
Roberts said they did it because, although tho 


words they used in expressing their feelings varied, 
they all felt: 


"Somewhere there is someone in a .situation 


similar (o Hie one I faced when 1 made my mistake. 


"Maybe he or she will hear me and will be 


spared all this." 


Roberts stresses that the "relatively few days" 


he spent interviewing the prisoners doesn't make 
him an expert in criminology. But he did come away 
from the task with certain strong impressions.

THOSE IMPRESSIONS: 
"With the exception of two prisoners, all those 


! interviewed came from a broken home or lacked 
parental supervision or lacked religious training or 
had an utter lack of self-discipline or drank too 
much.

know nn American family. 


More important, each will leave for 


liis homeland with a better impres- 
sion of the United States, the people 
of Long Beach, especially. 


That telephone call to Chamber of 


Commerce Secretary Merle Stang can 
bnng you a guest from one of the 
better-known countries 
of Europe, 


from the politically turbulent Middle 
East, even from lands in the Orient 
that conjure visions of exotic cities 
and strange customs. 


The plans can be for a quiet eve- 


ning of conversation, a dinner, even 
n weekend' trip with the family. 


As a result.of interest by dedicated 


citizens, the Chamber of Commerce 
lias offered to act as a c l e a r i n g 
ngency not only for individual re- 
quests for international students, but 
as coordinator for clubs, churches and 
other groups who work to improve 
our relations abroad, whether for or- 


ganization guest appearances, indus- 
trial tours or civic functions. 


ALL IT TOOK for the idea to bear 


fruit was a gentle nudge from Charles 
Sleeper,; who,' with his wife Shirley, 
hns been deeply involved in friend- 
ship with other countries since an 
American Field 
Service 
exchange 


high school student lived with the 
Sleepers in 1957. 


A couple of months ago, Sleeper 


mentioned his idea of more contact 
between foreign students and Ameri- 
cans to Dr. Paul Opstcad, internation- 
al student counselor at Long Beach 
State. 
Dr. Opstead's 
answer 
was 


quick,and enthusiastic: "Come out to 
the school. We'ye got things to talk 
about!" ' 


And talk they did. A cull to the 


Chamber of Commerce had equally 
fast results. 'That suits our Interna- 
tional City thee to a T," an official 
said, "besides being a good idea in 
itself. We'll work on it." 


'Municipal Judge Martin De Vries, 


member of the Chamber's Education 
Committee, leaped at the idea, too. 
The judge and his wife have spon- 
sored foreign 
college 
students for' 


several years and are ardent sup. 
porters of any plan that will help our 


relations abroad. 
They know how 


much it means for a young man or 
woman 1o have sympathetic Ameri- 
can listeners in making one of the 
most difficult adjustments they will 
ever experience. 


"IT SEEMED as though I had a 


magic wand," Sleeper says. "All I 
had to do was mention the idea and 
the chamber went to work. Now, with 
the help of Judge De Vries working 
as co-chairman, Dr. Opstead, Glenn 
Irvin and Jim Gordon of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, we've really got 
some results." 


Dr. Opslead sees the problem of 


American contacts first hand. "Al- 
though there are 80 international stu- 
dents at State, there is a total of 250 
in the harbor area. Most of the two- 
year college students are already 
sponsored and living with American 
families, which is a big help. 


"But at State, many of the stu- 


dents live in rooming houses or apart- 
ments. They get little contact with 
Americans at the home level. They 
tend to keep to themselves, not be- 
cause they want to, but simply be- 
cause it works out that way." 


The students, ranging in age from 


late teens to early thirties, are en- 
rolled in courses from undergraduate 
to advanced degrees. Nearly all of 
them are conversant with English, 
though the language problem is pres- 
ent for some. 


All of them are here because they 


want to learn. They want to work 
for their homelands as businessmen, 
teachers or in government service. 
They want to bring to their coun- 
tries the advancement that they so 
urgently need but that requires so 
much effort by so many millions of 
people. 


"FORTUNATELY," 
says Dr. Op- 


stead, "we are getting started when 
we have relatively few international 
students on our campuses. In a few 
years we will have many more. Set- 
ting up a program now will prepare 
us for the future." 


The lack of contact is much more 


than a local problem. : It has been 
pointed out by foreign students who 
t 


have returned home disgruntled with 
the lack of association with Ameri- 
cans. There are presently some 70,- 
000 students in this country 
from 


abroad. A recent national magazine 
article reports, "more than half of 
them are discontented." 


This can be an impression with ex- 


pensive 
overtones' for 
Americans. 


There is a " g r o w i n g cohesiveness 
among nations in the Common Mar- 
ket agreement, in alliances both East 
and West. The young men and wom- 
en now studying with us are doing 
so, in most instances, because they 
are expected to become leaders with- 
in a few years. It would he unfor- 
tunate if we can do little but foster 
a stand-offish attitude. 


Mrs. W. Wallace Maner, hostess for 


the International Center, University 
of Iowa, has written a sprightly pam- 
phlet that serves as a guide to the 
American family acting as interna- 
tional host, 


^"HAVING a 
foreign 
student or 


visitor for dinner or for the weekend 
is not a complicated, difficult 
or 


heroic 
task," Mrs. 
Maner 
writes. 


"You needn't approach such hospi- 
tality as though United States foreign 
policy depends upon the success of 
your affair!" 


When the invitation is issued, don't 


rush to the encyclopedia or library to 
learn ail you can about a strange 
country, Mrs. Maner warns. 
Your 


guest can take care of that, except 
for the basic facts—his name and 
homeland. 


To most Americans, the national 


PeopIe-to-Pcople and S.ister City 
movements are faceless and remote. 
The foreign guest can dispel that il- 
lusion. 


"The only qualification a family 


needs," says Mrs. Manor, "is to be 
well-adjusted. Rich or poor, house or 
small apartment, 12 children or none, 
it makes no difference. Welcome an 
opportunity 
to learn more things 


about new people in the comfort of

Will 1962 Be the Dodprs' Golden Year? 


New park, rising stars 
spark team 
confidence

• AKE MEAD water was cool and 


calm as a baseball manager in 


February. By sheer coincidence it was 
February and Waller Alston, man- 
ager of the Dodgers, was relaxing on 
tlie top deck of a sleek cabin cruiser, 
casting for fish and fishing for his 
future cast. 


It was a donbleheader as frustrat- 


ing as any in Alston's eight years in 
the National League. His line and 
lineup remained total blanks. 


By mid-afternoon, Alston was will- 


ing to try his platoon system on the 
bass in Lake Mead. He cast first from 
the right side of the boat, then from 
the left. He tossed sinkers and hooks 
is Ed Roebuck never did and still 
could not get a strike. 


He had time not only to ponder the 


future, but to delve into the immediate 
past. In the absence of bass he be- 
gan to reel off statistics. 


"IF WE WERE to score 100 more 


runs than our pitchers allow, do you 
suppose we'd win the pennant this 
year?".ha asked. He didn't wait for an 
answer. "I'd be willing to take my 
chances," he said. 


It was an introduction to an amaz- 


ing set of figures that Alston memo- 
rized during a long winter of medita- 
tion at his farm in Darrlown, Ohio. 


"Do you realize," Alston continued, 


"that Cincinnati won the pennant by 
scoring only 57 runs more than they 
allowed? That the difference on our 
club was 38? That the Giants led the 
league in runs, scored 118 more than 
they allowed and still finished third?" 


Further research proves conclusive- 


ly the National League's topsy-turvy 
19G1 
race. 


Pittsburgh ted the league in hitting 


and finished sixth in the standings. 
St. Louis pitchers led in earned run 
average, yet the Cardinals finished 
fifth. Milwaukee was the top defen- 
sive team and wound up fourth. 


THE DODGERS ranked no higher 


than fifth in any of these departments, 
but trailed the champion Reds by only 
four games. The Dodgers were fifth in 
batting and fielding, sixth in pitching 
and total bases. 


What else is there but strategy? 


Very little, the Dodger front office 
admitted in rehiring Alston for what 
it hopes will be a golden new era in 
Dodger Stadium, the $18 million Taj 
Mahal of baseball. 


Financially, the Dodgers are assured 


of success. Already they have sold J.3 
million seats or more than the club 
drew in its final season in Brooklyn. 
At no time will Walter O'Malley un- 
lock his doors for fewer than 15,000 
spectators. 


O'Malley promises that such faith 


shall not go unrewarded. "Our team 
enjoys the greatest fan support in 
baseball history. We will spare no ex- 
pense in developing a winner. We will 
go all out for a pennant and I expect 
nothing less." 


The order frightens neither general 


manager E. J. (Ruzzie) Bavasi, who 
claims "we have the talent to win 
the pennant," nor Alston, who says 
"there's no doubt that we'll improve in 
the new park." 


ALSTON'S PROBLEM can be com- 


pared to the lady who lived in a shoe: 
He has so many players, he doesn't 
quite know what to do. 


He has talented veterans in Duke 


Snider, Wally Moon, 
Jim 
Gilliam,

Sugar Shell E&>s for Easter

WfEW 
OF US as youngsters 


could claim a globe-trot-, 


ling s e n a t o r for a great- 
grandfather 
and fewer still 


were sent gifts from around 
the world as lie traveled. 


. 
Mrs. Maurice Patchett, 421 


Maine Ave., hail this inter- 
esting experience as a child 
in Taunton, Mass. Out of all 
the foreign baubles, she re- 
members best the enchanting 
German Easter eggs sent to 
her'by Jeremiah Dennett, sen- 
ator from Massachusetts. 


The eggs were hollow and 


had magical Easier lands in- 
side, and Mrs. Patchett tried 
many limes to describe them 
to her own children. 


Commercial eggs could be 


found, but the hastily assem- 
bled paper figures bore little 
relation to the rich delicacies 
of the German confections. 


THEN ONE DAY she found 


in a magazine a casually- 
mentioned recipe for making 
the foamy sugar shell, and 
immediately set about 
re- 


creating the eggs of her child- 
hood memories. She could fill 
the center with icing fanta- 
sies, because she had been 
studying cake decorating and 
could squeeze a mean rose- 
bud. 


So Mrs. Patchett began ex- 


perimenting 
with 
the too- 


brief recipe and soon discov- 
ered quite a few ways not to 
make sugar shells. But she 
finally succeeded, and is will- 
ing to share her findings with 
others. 
Here is the recipe 


with which she began: 


"Mix 
one egg white with 


4-5 cups of sugar." 


Mrs. Patchett has amended 


it further to read: "Knead the 
sugar and egg white about 10 
minutes, until it feels uni- 
formly like wet sand. If you 
prefer pastel shells, add food 
coloring. Then fill a plastic 
egg mold, bought at a dime 
store, with the mixture and 
unmold on a sheet of waxed 
paper. Make as many as you 
can. 


"CUT OFF the large end to 


form the peephole. Let them 
dry about two hours, if in- 
tended for an adult, or three 
hours for a child. The extra 
drying makes the shell thick- 
er, less fragile. ' Then turn 
over and very carefully scoop 
out the still-damp center with 
a teaspoon. This can be used 
again to make more eggs, or, 
if- desired, different shapes: 
bells, baskets, or even bun- 
nies." 


Ordinary icing won't work 


A butter 
mix will 
soften 
the

shell, and an egg-while frost- 
ing will soon begin flaking.

Nature's Seaplanes 


By Thora C. Froyen 


W IKE migrating whales and 


the swallows that return 


to Capistrano each spring, 
the flying fishes also return 
from their winter sojourn in 
the warmer equatorial seas 
to spend the summers cavort- 
ing around in the Southern 


7 
California waters. 


These dragon-fly f i s h e s 


come soaring up from the 
inky depths like flashing sil- 
ver blades to .the great delight 
of surprised passengers on 
ships plying from Long Beach 
to Santa Catalina Island. The 
largest 
and 
hesl 
variety, 


the "Cypsilurus Califqrnicus," 
summers in Southern Cali- 
fornia waters. 


They are not all equally 


good for human consumption, 


_ but the California variety is 
1 considered by some to be 


a succulent delicacy. How- 
ever, local markets contend 
that there is no customer 
demand for them and those 
caught are used mainly as 
bait for larger fish. They can 
be caught with butterfly nets, 
with a spear or with gill nets 
such as commercial fisher- 
men use. 


They skim over the water 


up to 200 yards and reach 
heights up to 50 feet, depend- 
ing on the wind. Then they 
gradually 
lose speed 
and 


touch their tails down in 
the sea to give themselves 
another boost and off they 
go again. 


THE SHAPE of the. Hying 


fish is adapted perfectly for 


the life it leads. Its long sleek 
body, from 12 to 18 inches 
in length, is fitted for smooth 
progress through the water 
as welt as through the air 
with the least friction. Its 
air bladder is greatly enlarged 
and filled with a gaseous sub- 
stance (mostly nitrogen), di- 
minishing the relative weight 
of the body, which usually 
runs 
from 
one 
to 
three 


pounds. 


The 
clear 
quiet 
waters 


around Catalina Island offer 
an ideal feeding and breeding 
place for flying fish. They 
swim close to shore after 
dark and feed and spawn in 
the1 kelp beds. Their silver, 
white and gray c o l o r i n g 
blends perfectly with the sun- 
dappled sea, giving them a 
protective camouflage. They 
are naturally carnivorous and 
like to feed on crustaceans 
such 
as 
shrimps, prawns, 


young crabs and tiny fishes. 


Trained 
naturalists 
have 


found that flying fishes while 
in the air, hold their support- 
ing planes, the greatly ex- 
panded pectoral fins, as rigid- 
ly as though they were made 
of steel. In this respect the 
principle of fish flight is clear- 
ly very close to that of sail 
planes. 


Nature has been kind to 


these unusual fish by endow- 
ing them with the ability to 
escape from their larger fish 
enemies by ejecting them- 
selves into the air at will; 
thus they are masters of both 
the sea and the air, a combi- 
nation of submarine and sea- 
plane.

The front door is actually 


at the side of the home, and 
opens in the living room.

There are many hidden fea- 


tures or characteristics that 
make this dwelling outstand- 
ing. For example, the Nicker- 
sons wanted their home to 
be what they termed a real 
American 
home in 
every 


sense. 
Consequently, 
every 


item in the home, large and 
small, 
was made in 
the 


United States. They have no 
imports from any other coun- 
try. Considering the number 
of everyday things in com- 
mon use which come from 
abroad — carpeting, bric-a- 
brac, lamps, and accessories, 
to name but a few — the job 
of making sure that every- 
thing was made in this coun- 
try was no small undertaking. 


The view from this home 


is so conducive to evening 
relaxation that the Nicker- 
sons do not own a television 
set. The scene of the city in 
the distance with background 
music in the house is a kind 
of three-dimensional TV in 
itself.

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Tailor Your Speech 


By Harry Karns 


Education Research Associates 


SJOONER OR LATER, every student has to make 
^ a classroom speech, and the chances are good 
that the speech-making chore will fall to him time 
and again in his business and social life after he 
leaves school. 


Most high schools and colleges have speech de- 


partments and work in great 
detail with the subject of 
public speaking. We couldn't 
hope in this short space to 
offer any new 
techniques. 


However, e x p e r t s in 


this field tell us that while 
many students and adult 
speakers 
have been well- 


schooled 
in speech 
tech- 


niques, a limited number 
know n very important se- 
cret which can make all the difference between an 
effective and a poor speech. 


That fact is: 
At least ONE-HALF the time you use preparing 


for a speech should be spent thinking about your 
audience. 


11 is not enough to know what you want to say. 
H is not enough to have your material well or- 


ganized. 


It is not enough to have an attention-getting in- 


troduction and a thought-provoking conclusion. 


H is not enough to have some excellent examples 


of your general principles to m a k e y o u r subject 
clearer. 


H is not enough to have some carefully-selected 


visual aids. 


Many a speaker makes all these preparations and 


then, when he gets up to talk, discovers that the au- 
dience feels distant and unresponsive. 


Mo failed to study his audience and delermine 


how to get his point across to THEM. 


THE EFFECTIVE public speaker considers these 


things about his audience: their age, their sex; their 
individual and group interests, their environment, 
their religion, Iheir politics, their economic position. 


Such words as capitalism, free enterprise, and 


right-to-work produce sharply different emotipnnl re- 
sponses in industrial leaders than in union leaders. 


An experienced writer studies his audience. That 


is, he studies the subscribers to the publication for 
which he wishes to write. He knows what they like 
to read. He satisfies them. Readers buy the publica- 
tion to read him. 


And so it is with the successful speaker. He 


shapes his speech for his specific audience. And au- 
diences "buy" him.

Jupe Pluvius Is a Fickle Gent

W7HEREVER Southlands s 


meef, the weather is a 


standard topic of conversa- 
tion and rain usually is the 
foremost 
thought. Fog and 


smog are probably next. 


When it does rain in South- 


ern California—and it does, 
as we recently rediscovered— 
contrasting viewpoints pre- 
vail. For instance, most east- 
ern or midwestern visitors 
ask, "Where is this highly 
touted sunshine we came here 
to enjoy?" The native often 
says, in effect, "Isn't this rain 
wonderful? Worth millions 1o 
the country, besides cleaning 
the air of smog and fog." 


However, Jupiter Pluvius is 


as fickle in doling out his 
wares to the Southland as 
the visitor and native are op- 
posed in their remarks. 


For, many years rny work 


has associated me with storm 
drain problems of the City of 
Long Beach and the harbor 
area. I have recently dug into 
official Long Beach rainfall 
records, as well as those of 
the U. S. Weather Bureau in 
Los Angeles, 'thereby uncov-' 
ering some interesting facts. 


In some cases, storm drain 


facilities arc inadequate to 
cope with heavy and pro- 
longed amounts of JP'c gener- 
osity. 
Millions 
have been 


spent on drains, and lo good 
avail, 
but 
considering the 


Southland's 
growing pains, 


with more paving being con- 
structed annually; run-off in- 
creases along with costs, pos- 
ing a major problem. 


Usually 
bonds 
must 
be 


voted to build effective drain- 
age systems. Seldom are such 
elections held during Jupiter's 
generous moods—and when it 
isn't raining voters don't see 
the need for the Urains. 


drainage ,engineer, until he 
may try to drive home some 
evening after a good rain only 
to find his street blocked with 
"detour" signs. 


Based on records of the 


Los Angeles 
office of 
the 


U. S. Weather Bureau for 81 
years from 1877 to 1961, the 
average 
season 
total 
was 


15.01 inches. If it were pos- 
sible lo depend upon this 
amount annually, a n d this 
quota only, simplicity would 
replace complexity. However, 
this is not the case. 


For example, during the 


season of 1883-84, a total of 
38.18 inches of rain v/as re- 
corded. While in 
1960-61, 


only 4.85 inches fell. These 
represent 
the 
highest 
and 


lowest seasonal figures of 
record and bears out the old 
axiom: "Rain breeds rain and 
drought breeds drought." 


Here lies the drainage en- 


gineer's dilemma. He must 
design, according to the high- 
est run-off occurring in the 
shortest period of time in the 
history of the area for which 
he is designing. 


The season of 1915-IG is 


known among the weather 
fraternity as the Hatfield sea- 
son. The City of San Diego 
had contracted with a so- 
called rain-maker, n a m e d 
Hatfield, lo relieve a drought 
which gravely threatened its 
waler supply. 


Hatfield secluded himself 


atop a remote peak in the San 
Diego mountains and pro- 
ceded to brew up a batch of 
chemicals, which did—or did 
not—cause the heaviest rain- 
fall in any one month in 
Southern 
California 
history. 


A whopping 13.30 inches of 
precipitation occurred in the 
month of January alone.

A TECHNIQUE called mental con- 
•^^ centration can enable obstetric 
patients to cope better with the pain 
of childbirth. 


The method is described by Dr. A. A. 


Earn of the University of Manitoba in 
the American Journal of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology. 


The technique, Dr. Earn says, raises 


the pain 
threshold to 
reduce suf- 
fering. It has 
proved out 
in trials in 
Leicester 
General Hos- 
pital in Eng- 
land. 


Here's 


how it 
works: 


The patient, lying supine, fixes her 


eyes on a spot on the ceiling—a spot 
so far behind her head that the eye 
miiscles fatigue rapidly. 


She does this for one to two min- 


utes. Ocular fatigue becomes so marked 
that the eyes soon close involuntarily 
in order to obtain relief. 


General muscular relaxation follows. 
Meanwhile, the patient is reassured 


through suggestion. 


The concentration technique should 


be practiced before the day of delivery, 
Dr. Earn says. 


It is integrated inlo an education 


program that advises the patient of 
the elemental anatomy and physiology 
of childbirth. The patient is told wlmt 
she can expect during labor. 


Pain-killing drugs are available if 


the patient requests them. 
JF YOU'RE traveling east, and en- 


counter a late winter storm, here's 


how to skid-proof your shoes against 
icy pavements: 


Stick a strip of one-inch adhesive 


tape lengthwise on each sole, another 
strip crosswise. Repeat on each heel.

since the first Chihuahuas to 
arrive in the United States 
ia 1850 came from the north- 
em Mexican state of Chihua- 
hua, some fanciers believe 


this to be the cradle of the 
breed. 


Research into the matter 


indicates, however, that the 
dog may not be of Mexican 
origin and, of course, not a 
wild dog nor a rodent. It is 
quite likely that the Chihua- 
hua 
originated from 
dogs 


brought to Mexico from Asia.

In (lie quest for desorf scents, the fragrance of trie 
s.iguiiro cactus bloom has eluded perfume-makers.

tffcNE WHO can e x t r a c t 
^^ exotic new perfume from 
plant life in the middle of a 
barren desert and then watch 


smilingly as the world beats 
a path to his door to barter 
for the product must be con- 
sidered a successful practi- 


tioner of the "Belter Mouse 
Trap" theory. 


Howard Foncanon of Albu- 


querque, N. M., is that man 
and his "Perfumes of the 
Desert" have become known 
throughout the world. The 
perfumes are made by Fon- 
canon and sold in the Per- 
fume of the Desert Shop on 
the Plaza in Old Albuquerque. 
In addition to his own shop 
and 150 retail outlets located 
over the world, Foncanon 
does a very large mail order 
repeat business from tourists 
who have visited his unique 
shop. 


"We do everything our- 


selves," says Foncanon. "We" 
means the 
family — father, 


mother, daughter and son-in- 
law, W i l l i a m MoltenUopf. 
Originating and 
developing 


this unique and completely 
New Mexico industry, they 
produce thousands of drams 
of rare desert scents in a 
closely guarded laboratory in 
,Albuquerque. 


"THE PERFUME business 


is highly secretive," Foncanon 
explains. "I never write down 
a formula. That way it can't 
be stolen." The formulas are 
also memorized by Bill, the 
son-in-law. Bill's small son 
will also memorize the form- 
ulas when he is old- enough 
to enter the business and in 


this manner the family's most 
valuable asset is safe from 
theft. 


Many tourists have doubted 


that these scents could be 
captured but the exotic and 
mysterious scents that make 
up the fragrance of the desert 
greet them as they enter the 
plaza shop. The sweet, clean 
f r a g r a n c e of the cactus 
flower; the fresh but different 
scent .of yucca; p u n g e n t 
purple sage with its hint of 
hot days and cool nights; ex- 
citing desert jasmine suggest- 
ing the hot sands and wild 
mesa are but a few of the 
many desert scents that the 
Foncanon family have been 
successful in blending into 
fine perfumes. 


The process by which the 


desert's aroma could be cap- 
tured for milady's use had its 
serious beginning in 1921 
when Foncanon was in the 
insurance business in Cleve- 
land, Ohio. He bet a profes- 
sional perfumer that he could 
start from scratch and turn 
out a completely new frag- 
rance in five years. 


"I LOST the bet," he said. 


"It took me six years." But 
he did learn that perfume 
was his major, interest and he 
deserted insurance to devote 
his entire time to it.

began the long tedious job of 
learning the exacting art of

wasn't easy, for perfumery is 
an art and a science with 
textbooks t h a t are, unfor- 
tunately, c o m p l e t e l y in- 
adequate. The perfumer must 
be as flexible as an artist and 
as exact as a scientist, yet 
there are no teachers or 
schools to which he can turn 
for help. 
I 


Foncanon learned the only 


way possible — by trial and 
error — blending literally thou- 
sands of perfumes. He bought 
the rare expensive floral oils 
that go into the making of 
any perfume and in his home 
laboratory contracted, refined 
and blended scores of oils 
into a desired scent. One 
moment he would look like a 
modern technician, measuring 
with the greatest of accuracy 
at a sensitive scale. A few 
minutes later he would pick 
up a small, odorless perfume 
blotter, carefully put a drop 
of his blend on the blotter, 
and smell; first from one 
nostril, then the other, over 
and over again. Nevertheless, 
he was working, perhaps do- 
ing nothing for several days 
but smell the bloller. But al- 
ways he was seeking some- 
thing new, a blend that he 
could say was a "finished" 
perfume. Most of his efforts 
ended in complete failure and 
thousands of dollars worth of 
worthless blends went down 
the kitchen sink. 


FONCANON r e f u s e d to 


give up, and, by 1938, he had 
mastered the art that predates 
ancient Egypt. "Most people 
t h i n k m a k i n g a perfume 
merely consists of pressing 
the oil out of flowers and 
diluting it," Emma Foncanon 
said. "Actually, nothing could 
be further from the truth. 
First a basic scent is chosen; 
its petals are pressed 
in 


specially prepared oil and left 
there for weeks. The perfume 
oil is then extracted, refined 
and mixed with from 20 to 75 
or even more other floral oils 
from' all parts of the world." 


According to Mollcnkopf, 


the exact delicate training of 
a prima donna is nothing 
compared to the development 
of a new perfume. It is a 
tedious process requiring ex- 
treme 
patience 
and 
skill. 


Often several years are spent 
in developing a new scent 
and then it must withstand 
an additional one year test

North American Air 
Defense Command (NORAD)

Daily it spots a handful .of ."sus- 
picious" planes. Fighters then are 
sent aloft to identify them, usually 
learn they are craft whose pilots are 
lost or whose 'radios have broken 
down.

In season, NORAD also has .spotted as 
many as 88 Soviet fishing trawlers 
around the Aleutians and North 
Atlantic. It also watches subs, but 
keeps the totals classified. 


LONDON. President Kennedy and Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan have 
a private.telephone line from the 
White House to 10 Downing Street. 
•Because there's a five-hour tinie 
difference between London and Wash- 
ington, President Kennedy rarely 
phones after 7:00 p.m. which is 
midnight in London. All conversations 
over the line are "scrambled" so 
that they cannot be meaningfully 
tapped by enemy intelligence agents. 


PARIS. Last year's output of 
champagne, a total of 54,000,000 
bottles, was the greatest in French 
history. As always. Great Britain 
was the largest importer of French 
champagne, taking 4,000,000 bottles.

It's Saturday afternoon and the Presidential week-end has begun. 
The briefcase and the sport coat arc the twin symbols of President 


Kennedy's week-end—whether it is spent here, at Myannis Port, Mass., 
or at Palm Beach, Pla. The briefcase contains the problems of the 
nation, a burden he can never leave behind even for a moment. The 
sport coat stands for his "change of pace" which he considers vital to 
his spirit and health.

How does he relax 
and keep both his health and a balanced mental outlook? 


What docs a vrcck-cnd do for a President? 
To learn the answers to these important questions—answers which 


in ay have meaning to all Americans—I recently paid a visit to the First 
Family on a week-end at Glen Ora. 


A rambling, two-story, vintage home of stone and pale yellow 


stucco, set in 400 wooded acres in the rolling Virginia hunt country,- 
Glen Ora is the most secluded of the Presidential week-end retreats. 
When you come upon it by helicopter, it seems to sprawl, but inside it 
is surprisingly small, snug and intimate. There arc only three family 
rooms on the first floor—living room, dining room, kitchen—rand the 
living room is not much larger than the average family's. The President 
leases the estate out of his own pocket. 
. 


Glen Ora is the epitome of privacy, where the First Family can 


be alone with only relatives and close friends. Not a doctor, not an 
aide, not even his jwrsonal secretary, Mrs. Evelyn Lincoln, accom- 
panies the President here except by specific request. Newsmen cover 
arrivals and departures from Glen Ora with hinoculnrs from two miles 
away. liven Secret Service agents—because there are no crowds, no 
strangers, and few visitors, all well-known in advance—keep at a 
comfortable distance. 


The President has neither study nor office at Glen Ora. With two 


Princess-type telephones, a portable dictating machine, and the ubiq- 
uitous briefcase, he works in the living room and his bedroom. And 
he works more than half the waking hours during which other wdek- 
cnding Americans are relaxing. 


I sal with the President in his lime-walled living voom and dis- 


cussed his theory of change of pace. "Is this really relaxing?" the 
conversation l>cgan, for the whole atmosphere was one of action. 
The marble colfcc table was piled with papers brought by his military 
aide, Maj. Gen. C. V. Clifton (sec cover). The week-end reading mat- 
ter lay nearby. The (clephone was at his elbow. Moments before, he had 
called to leave a message for Secretary of State Dean Rusk. 
, . 


The President grinned. 
"The day IK fore my inauguration," he said, "President Eisenhower 


told me, 'You'll find that no easy problems ever come to the President 
of the United Slates. If (hey arc easy to solve, sonicfxxly else has 
solved them.' I found that hard to believe, but how I know it is true. 
If you have a good staff—and I believe 1 have—I gel only (he difficult 
problems. It has taken me a year to understand that fully. To para- 
phrase the old saying, 'Good news is no news.' So the kind of news 
a President usually gets is bad. 


"But it is important that there is a lot of good news, loo, which does 


not immediately cross the President's desk. One must remember lo 
keep a balance, lo maintain a broad perspective and to refuse to be

overwhelmed by bad news. President Eisen- 
hower was certainly right." 


What it the President's key to relaxing? 
It's the change of pace which he moil en- 


joys on iwck-cnds. The President can't leave 
the ilutiei of the White Ilottse behind him. 
But in a different telling, with different 
ac- 


tivities at hand and with events taken at a 
different 
pace, his burdens don't teem -so 


heavy a» in Washington. 


Many Presidents have found the cere- 


monial function* of the office irksome. But 
not Mr. Kennedy. 


"There is good reason for state ccrc- 


nionial," he said emphatically. "On the sur- 
face, it may appear as tedious pomp and cir- 
cumstance but I don't look at it that way. It 
has a great significance for people both at 
homo and abroad. For example, 1 believe it is 
important to greet in person not only heads 
of state, but other visitors from abroad—a 
group of teachers, let's say. State dinners 
can be stiff and formal, or they can be gra- 
cious and something not to shy away from 


but to look forward to by l)Oth the host and 
the guests. Mrs. Kennedy and I believe that 
light-hearted toasts, good humor and inter- 
esting entertainment can make state occa- 
sions as enjoyable as any other good party." 


He Liked Pinning Medals 


What duties git-e him the most pleasure? 
There arc many pleasant aspects of the 


Presidential role. Rut one which gave him 
the biggest'lift ico» pinning medal* on the 
astronauts. This teas a heart-warming cere- 
mony for a yonne President. He commented, 
"Like every other American I'm filled icith - 
admiration for these men. I icas eery proud 
to act for nil Americans in paying them 
tribute." 


In his change of pace and break of routine 


at Glen Ora, there is a definite pattern, as 
there is at the other week-end White Houses. 
Time is set aside for homework, for church, 
for games,, strolls, sailing or picnicking— 
even for bedtime stories for Caroline. These 
arc not read but invented by the President 
as his daughter, in pajamas, sits on his knee.

A typical btdlime story if woven around Caroline'* 


Welsh terrier Charlie and Caroline'* imaginary pet, 
a bis brou-n bear named Bruin. The President related 
it to hilt wide-eyed daughter this if ay: 


"1 heard Bruin and Charlie bavins a chat the other 


day. Bruin tea* saying that Charlie mujf have a soft 
time.living in the While''House and Glen Ora, and 
Charlie wan quite angry with Bruin. He laid, 'You 
don't know what you re talking about. I've got a real 
tough job here. I've acres of ground to patrol I've 
got to keep the ducks and the squirrels at the White 
House in line. I've got to guard Caroline.'" 


To Caroline's joy, the President continued the nar- 


rative, playing first the par! of the dog and then of 
the bear until it teas bedtime. 


No matter what the pressure, Caroline and John 


Jr never arc neglected on a Presidential week-end. 
Caroline doesn't know exactly what her daddy's job is, 
but she docs know lhat he is very busy during the 
week. But on Sunday morning, after an early break- 
fast, she joins the President in his bedroom. Nibbling 
a piece of his unbutlercd toast, she gives him his iirst 
briefing of the clay-on her own activities and those 
of her horse Macaroni, Charlie and Bruin. Both the 
President and Caroline take this briefing very seriously. 


Caroline's Weather Eye 


Caroline is something of a weather expert. She likes 


picnics and boating. If her weather eye tells her boats 
and picnics arc out, then she invariably has some 
alternate proposal up her sleeve. A typical Carohne 
suggestion: some of her friends for lunch followed by 
cartoon movies, with Daddy and Mummy greeting 
the guests. 


Most week-end afternoons at Glen Ora, the Presi- 


dent and his wife and daughter go for a short ramble 
in the woods. They arc alone as a family. If work is 
not too demanding the President, who likes to drive, 
may go barreling around the estate in a bcat-np sta- 
tion wagon. Twice in recent weeks he was stuck in 
the mud and had to be pulled out by the Secret Service. 


For guests at Glen Ora, the rule is every man for 


himself from 4 p.m. to 7 p.m. Guests may walk, talk, 
swim, ride, read, watch TV or take a nap. 


For the President, hours from -1 to 7 arc a back-to- 


work period. Between waking at 7 a.m. and church at 
11 or noon, he not only will have been immersed in 
state papcrs-thrce-page, single-spaced mcmos from 
each cabinet officer, special intelligence reports, am 
perhaps a letter from a foreign chief of stale-but will 
have digested the meat of at least six newspapers. 


He does no. stop at the front page. 1 le delves at once 


into the editorials, chuckles or bristles over the ear- 
toons, keeps abreast of the columnists and sports- 
writers, and reads the txx>k reviews. He also reads 


1'AHADE. 


'His weekend reading may in addition include texts 


of speeches by Democrats and Republicans which he 
wants to read in full, magazine articles which have 
caught his interest, private letters that have back- 
logged, and books. /

His favorite light reading is the thrillers written 


by British newsman-author Ian Fleming. The Presi- 
dent, who reads all the top-secret real-life dramas of 
the Centra! Intelligence Agency, enjoys nothing more 
than the adventures of Fleming's fictional hero, Brit- 
ish agent James Bond. Bond always wins. 


The President shaves in his tub "no I don't have 


to think about if the rent of the day." He makes 
ma.iim*m use of the telephone. There arc four lines 
from Ihc White Home to Gkn Ora, one always kept 
free for the President. At a moment's notice he can call 
any or all the key men involved in national security, 
including commanders of all U.S. major military com-.

mands throughout the world. He has a direct line to 
several world leaders. 


Early in the day, he makes a quick call to Press 


Secretary Pierre Salinger; another to personal secretary 
Evelyn Lincoln. He tries to wrap up his telephoning 
before church, so that aides and cnbinet officers can 
be at ease with their families. "Everyone needs sonic 
freedom on a Sunday afternoon," he says. 


He also makes time to watch television. His pref- 


erence: Sunday afternoon public affairs programs, 
where he can see how his own team and the Republi- 
cans arc doing. Recently lie made n point of watching 
his friend conductor Leonard Bernstein presenting 
a symphony concert in Japan. Both the President and 
the First Lady love music of all kinds—classical, pop, 


folk. 


Needles for Dinner 


At dinner, after he has kissed the children good- 


night, the President really relaxes. He loves "talking 
dinners"—where a small, intimate group can sit 
around the massive dining table and discuss issues 
of the day and indulge in gentle ribbing. Sister-in-law 
Ethel Kennedy, wife of the Attorney General, and a 
frequent Glen Ora guest, " the "needle" expert in the - 
inner circle. 


Among the Kennedys it's always open season on 


family fashions and foibles from haircuts to waistlines. 
The President is hard to tease about his waistline. 
He maintains a constant 174 pounds, which he con- 
siders his bcsl working weight. He cats heartily. A 
typical breakfast consists of fruit juice, cereal with 
cream, scrambled eggs and bacon, a glass of milk and 
tea or coffee, and dry toast. 


He loves soup—all kinds of soup. Whenever he 


travels, (here's an ample supply. Tea, dry toast and 
soup arc his snacks. He is not an icebox raider. 


Another source of his phenomenal work capacity 


is his ability to lake a quick half-hour nap to "re- 
chnrgc my batteries." He wakes up alert.

President is the amount of reading he can accomplish, 
not only on While House workdays, but on ircck-ends 
nnd even in n hrlicopter. He can read—and absorb- 
more than 1,000 words a minute.

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For Easter-choose ham or lamb

±11 this country, ham is the traditional meat for the Easter 
fcasl, while in many other parts of the world lamb is favored. 
So we give you recipes for both. The ham is encased in a 


cloak of flaky pastry, gaily decorated; the lamb steaks have 
a flavorful lemon glaze. Take your choice. Save the other 
recipe to give the family a treat on another special occasion. 


HAM IN PASTRY CASE - 


1 canned boneless ham (5 Ibs.) 
1 cup halved maraschino cherries, divided 


1 Vi cups maraschino cherry juice' 
' 'A cup lemon juice 


Vi cup dry vermouth or dry while wine 
Vi cup honey 


2 tablespoons cornstnrch 


Mace Pastry 
Kcd and green maraschino cherries for garnish 


Draw outline of top surface of ham can on paper, for 
use in Mace Pastry, given below. Remove ham from 
can; score top surface. Place ham on rack in shallow 
roasting pan. Cover entire top with % cup of halved 
maraschino cherries. Make glaze by combining cherry 
juice, lemon juice, vermouth and honey; "blend, in 
cornstarch. Cook over low heat, stirring constantly, 
until thickened and clear. Reserve 1 cup glaze. Pour 
some of remaining glaze over ham. Bake ham in mod- 
crate oven, 350°, 30 minutes, brushing frequently 
with remaining.glaze. Cool. Tit Mace Pastry over top 
and sides of cooled ham. Seal; flute edges. Bake in 
very hot oven, 475°, 20 minutes. Reduce heat to 
450°; bake 10 minutes longer, or until pastry is done. 
Decorate top of pastry with red maraschino cherries 
«ut to resemble flowers and green ones cut to resemble 
leaves and stems. Heat reserved glaze to serving.tem- 
perature; stir in remaining (4 cup halved maraschino 
cherries. Serve with harn. 
Mace Pastry: Sift together 1 Vi cups sifted enriched 
flour, Vi teaspoon salt, '/2 teaspoon mace and Vs tea- 
spoon pepper. Cut in Vi cup shortening to texture of 
coarse .meal. Sprinkle with 3 tablespoons ice water; 
stir until pastry forms. Shape Vi pastry into ball; roll 
out to Vfc-inch thickness; cut to match the paper pat- 
tern (above). Shape remaining 2A pastry into ball; 
roll out to 14-inch thickness; cut to fit sides of ham. 


LEMON-GLAZED LAMB STEAKS 


1 leg of lamb, cut into steaks 
3 tablespoons lemon juice 


V\ cup honey 
1 teaspoon dry mustard 


1 tablespoon Kitchen Bouquet Vi teaspoon curry powder 
Vi cup brown sugar 
Few grains salt 


Vi teaspoon mint extract 


Tell your meat-dealer how many lamb stcjks you will 
need; he will select the leg of lamb accordingly. You 
can use the shank meat and bones as the basis for a 
rich soup or stew for another meal. Blend honey:and 
Kitchen Bouquet. Add brown sugar, lemon juice, mus- 
tard, curry and salt. Cook and stir over low heat until 
sugar dissolves and ingredients arc well-blended. Cool 
slightly; stir in mint extract. Arrange lamb steaks on 
rack in large open roasting pan; brush generously with 
glaze.

campus when he dropped a book. Leaning over to pick 
it up, he lost his balance.and fell heavily into the grass,

Yet, despite his disability, no one rushed to his aid. 


One passerby called out, "Are you hurt?", The dis- 
iblcd student shook his head. A'lew students threaded 
their way around his wheelchair. The others only • 
watched as he gathered up his papers, climbed labo- 
riously back into the chair, and set off again.

To sonic 'people, the incident might have seemed 


callous. \ct to u square-jawed, outspoken physical 
therapist, named Timnthy Joseph Nugent, it wan a 
moment to be promt of, Nugent is the founder anil 
director of a remarkable institution'here called the 
Student Rehabilitation Center — the nation's first 
large-scale attempt to help the severely disabled get a 
higher education. And the Center it built on the revol- 
utionary idea that the tray to help the disabled is to 
treat them jtist like anybody else. 


' 
Bigger Doors and Higher Tables 
:. 


The daily life of Donna Weisingcr, depicted in these 


photos, illustrates how this philosophy is carried put. 
Despite her wheelchair, Donna can go almost any- 
where and do anything that an able-bodied coed can. 


On most campuses, she would have to contend with 


narrow Gothic doorways and steep marble steps. But 
here classroom buildings and dormitories have been 
completely streamlined i'or the benefit of the disabled. 
Wheelchair students enjoy rainps, ground-level'en- 
trances, wider doors, higher tables, reserved elevnlors, 
special parking lots, buses with hydraulic lifts and even 
low-level telephones. 


The Center also provides physical therapy, medical

care, and guidance. Counselors and therapists aid dis- 
abled students with their personal problems, assist 
with their studies, and even advise on their romances. 


Since most other colleges discourage severely dis- 


abled students t'rum attending, Illinois has attracted 
them in great numbers. The current student txxly in- 
eltides 188 quadriplegics, paraplegics, paralytic polio 
victims, cerebral palsy sufferers, multiple amputees, . 
arlhritics and blind persons. 


Just the Beginning 


This is only the beginning of the revolutionary pro- 


gram lor the disabled here. More important is the way 
the Center teaches them a whole new concept of life. 
At its heart is Nugent's belief that much of what has 
been done for the disabled in the past was wrong. 


"Too niariy. are pampered, cotldled and petted" 


Nugent sayi. "Those icho stay home ate icailc.il an and 
funned ocer until they become selfish and soft. Many 
irho cuter institutions learn to expect service anil 
solicitude until they get worse instead of better. What 
they really need it to be challenged. They luicv to be 
l>ut into situations where they mint cull upon their 
abilities, not hide behind their disabilities." 


To carry out this philosophy, Nugent sends his stu- 


dents through a steady procession of obstacles. lie 
begins by insisting that they all become •'functional/' 
In a ten-day crash program at the start of the school 
year, he teaches those who previously have been de- 
pendent to dress themselves, get in and out of bed, 
wash, toilet, and wheel a chair. 


f low this works was explained by Sharon Hovcy, 


21, who is paralyzed in the legs, back and trunk, can- 
not use her fingers.'The night she arrived, Nugent 
assigned her to a dormitory room alone. Unknown to 
her, she was being supervised 24 hours a day. 


"I thought he was the crudest man I had ever 


known," Sharon recalls. "Why, anyone cotilil see that 
I couldn't do things for myself. Rut he left me there 
for ten nights in a row. At the end of that time I teas 
furious—but I teas functional. Why, I had even taught 
myself to write—so I could send home tetters telling 
them how mean I was being treated." 


Nugent also insists that his students take meaning- 


ful subjects. He detests handicraft programs for the 
disabled—-"basket-weaving and watch-making and all 
that artsy-craftsy stuff." He makes them study hard 
and shun special favors. 


On the other hand, Nugent wants students to be 


realistic about their limitations. '.'How' the hell are you 
going to do surveying from a wheelchair?" he asked 
a boy who wanted to study civil engineering. "Try 
aeronautical—you can handle that." He also discour- 
ages the disabled from social work C"'oo many tene- 
ment stairs to climb") and elementary teaching ('Very 
few schools are equipped for chairs"). 


Most "rchahs" will take this mailed-list treatment 


liecausc they know Nugent is one of them. He was 
disabled with a severe heart condition until he was 
i 1, when it was corrected surgically. One of his sisters 
was blind, his father nearly blind and deaf. "My in- 
terest," he smiles, "is more than academic." 


Since 1948, 2!6 severely disabled students have 


been graduated, including 23 who have received 
master's degrees and eight who have received doc- 
torates. Among them have been a physician, a minis-

ter, a number of architects, professors, and scientists. 


These successes have stimulated a federal program 


to set up rehabilitation centers on other campuses on 
n regional basis. Nugent has been widely acclaimed 
for his pioneering work, both in the U.S. and abroad. 


Meanwhile, admittance to the university here is in 


great demand. More than 400 disabled fuTJons (mast 
of tham financed by stale vocational rehabilitation 
grants) apply annually. Nugent screens the annlira- 
lions carefully, concentrating on the most severe cases 
and investigating the individuals for the right spirit. 


Nugent's Entrance Exam 


Recently, an applicant showed up in a wheelchair 


pushed by a hired attendant. "We don't allow ser- 
vants," Nugent declared brusquely. '"If you want to 
go to school here, you've got to be on your own. Go 
push yourself up that ramp over there, and if you 
make it, you're in." 


The boy, who never had propelled his own chnir 


before, went at it bravely while Nugent and the at- 
tendant stood by. He sweated and labored and pushed, 
and Nugent encouraged him but made no move to 
help. After three hours, the exhausted boy finally 
hauled the chair (o the top. Nugent rushed to his side, 


' a grin across his broad face. 


"Admitted," he shouted joyfully, as he waved the 


attendant away. "You're the kind of fellow we want 
here. The people who come to Illinois have got to IK 


' willing to help themselves."

SALT INTRUSION ENDANGERS CITY'S WELLS 


Seal Beach Fears Rationing in Water Crisis 


Imminence of a possibly disastrous water shortage 


In Seat Beach was revealed Saturday by Mayor Norma 
Gibbs. 


Engineers liave told city officials that salt water 


Intrusion—which has already wiped out one of the city's 
three wells—could render the other two, and a fourth 
emergency well now being drilled, worthless. 


That would leave the city with no water supply. 
Jittery officials have placed a $750.000 bond Issue 


on the ballot for approval in Tuesday's municipal elec- 
tion. "If the bond Issue doesn't pass." Mayor Gibbs said, 
"the city may be in for water rationing." 


Money raised by the bonds would provide a link to 


ttfctropolitan Water District lines and a two-million-gal- 


lon reservoir. 


In the past, Seal Beach has relied on Long Beach 


for emergency water supplies. But, Mayor Gibbs said, 
increased water needs In Long Beach have forced that 
city to terminate the agieement effective this June. 


That would leave Seal Beach with no emergency 


supply should the wells fail. 


Southern California's 12-year-old drought has lowered 


water tables below the critical point and has caused 
creation of Water Rcplinishmcnt Districts in an effort to 
pump Colorado River water into the underground to 
prevent intrusion of salt water along strata normally 
filled with fresh water. 


Wells right along the coast, however, have not been 


saved by the replenishment program and In several 
coastal area* the water wells have been ruined by salt 
water flowing into them. 


"We have been informed that salt water intrusion 


into our wells .is right at hand." Mayor Gibbs said. "It 
could happen tomorrow or next ye.ir. The engineers can't 
pinpoint the exact time." 


The bond issues requires a two-thirds majority to 


pass and that is what admittedly worries city official'. 
The entire city council, the Chamber of Commerce and 
other civic groups have endorsed the bond issue. 


If the issue is approved, Mayor Gibbs said, the pipe- 


line hookup would bo hoped for in a year. Huntington 
Beach; Garden Grove and Westminster are expected to 


join with Seal Beach in extending the link to the MWO 
line. 
, 


Mayor Gibbs described the Installation of the pipe- 


line as "a race against time." 


"The bond issue simply must pass this time If we 


are to avoid serious trouble," she said. 


Water rationing, she said, could be in varying de- 


grees. At its easiest—if not all the wells arc eliminated— 
it could mean simple restrictions on the watering of lawns 
and garden plants. 


Should the shortage become more acute, she said, 


it could mean a prohibition on the use of automatic' 
washers, dishwashers, showers and other major water 
outlets in the homes.

Actually, Ihc testimony by the FBI in the 
1048 trial was that it had been established that letters 
written by Mrs. Hiss were typed on the same type- 
writer as were some of the secret State Department 
documents which had been turned over to a Com- 
munist agent by Hiss.

The error in Nixon's book had nothing to do with 


the testimony that convicted Hiss. It was an error to 
say the typewriter was in the hands of the FBI when 
the evidence was based on comparisons of letters and 
documents typed on the same typewriter. The correc- 
tion is being made in the next edition of the book. 
But we doubt this error in detail justifies the clamour 
it has caused. Attorney General Robert Kennedy has 
the past week stated a review of all the evidence fails 
to support Hiss in his claim of innocence. 


If this is the only serious error his opponents can 


find in the 400-page book, it is quite a record for ac- 
curacy. It covers M years of the widest public ex- 
periences of any man in public life today. It is natural 
many people disagree with many of Nixon's actions. 
The Hiss case is one that does great credit to Nixon. 
Hut it also brought him implacable enemies who will 
never forget the part he took in that case.

It was then turned over to a research 
team lo check it for errors. It was an example of con- 
centration few professional writers could match. It 
gives a view of government and some of the great 
crises of the past 14 years which are historical, as 
well as informative. It is becoming one of the best 
.sellers, if not the best seller, in the nation. 


It might be rewarding if the background of his 


opponents were as frankly told to the nation. Hut few 
of them have ever bad the experiences to make an 
interesting book. Also, many of them could not af- 
ford to bare their thoughts and experiences to Ihc 
whole nation.

Hut a man who has taken so 
vital a part in government must expect such attacks.

So many of the attacks have been made without 


evidence damaging to Nixon—it is probable the large 
majority of the people have tired of reading them. 
Kvery experienced politician knows there is a point 
xvherc extremism starts working to the benefit of the 
person attacked. There is good reason to believe 
Nixon has reached that point. 
His opponents will 


need much more conclusive evidence of his weak- 
ness or unfitncss for office if they are to accomplish 
their purposes of eliminating him as a public figure.

PARIS Ml — Centuries of 


colonial history will be writ- 
ten off today as French voters 
approve Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle's accords with the Al- 
gerian Nationalists.

return for guarantees to Al- 
geria's

plus an equal share of Sahara 
oil. 


President De Gaulle, riding 


a new crest of public confi- 
dence and popularity, has 


asked for a massive "yes" 
vote to confirm the agree- 
ments. 


THE ONLY question is 


what the percentage will be. 
It may run as much as 80-90 
per cent. The average French- 
man seems not much con- 
cerned at how the accords will 
work out. He is not expected 
to strike a heroic pose at the 
ballotbox as he turns his 
back on 130 years, covering 
Algerian colonization and that 
area's later incorporation into 
the French state. He'll be in 
too much of a hurry to get 
to the movies or to go for a 
drive in the country. 


Waiting impatiently in line 


at the polls, he may have 


for a sigh of relief al- 


so he feels—the final settle- 
ment of a long and anguish 
ing problem. 


De Gaulle's firm hand, he

Army to Lose 
3-Star Officer 
in Shakeup 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The 


. Army is losing one three-star 


general because of Defense 
Secretary Robert S. McNa- 
mara's mammoth reorganiza- 
tion eliminating the chiefs of 
the technical services and 
consolidating operations un- 
der two major commands, it 
was learned Saturday. 


Lt. Gca John H. Hinrichs,' 


57, Army chief of ordnance, 
has applied for retirement, 
his associates said, rather 
than serve under a junior 
officer and see his present 
functions parceled among sev- 
eral agencies. 


Hinrichs earlier this week 


celebrated his fourth anni- 
versary as ordnance chief. He 
was presented a testimonial 
signed by the 90,000 civilians 
working under him. The sig- 
natures filled four books 20 
inches thick. 


• • • * 


THE ORDNANCE chief was 


scheduled to be supply and 
maintenance commander in 
the new Defense Department 
setup. This would have been 
one of seven subordinate 
commands under one of the 
two major commands—ma^ 
tcrial development and logis 
tics and Army combat dc' 
velopmcnts. 


The material devclopmcni 


and logistics commander Is 
scheduled to be MaJ. Gea 
Frank S. Bcsson Jr., 52, who 
only recently was nominated 
by President Kennedy for the 
third star which will make 
him a lieutenant general. 


In his present post, Hin- 


richs has 80 bases and 45,001 
military personnel in addition 
to twice that number of ci- 
vilians working for him in 
arsenals and other ordnance 
facilities throughout the coun 
try.

Are Ike, Mac Arthur Open 
to Censorship of Speech?

WASHINGTON (UPI)— 


Overlooked in the contro- 
versy over alleged military 
muzzling is the fact that 
three famous five - star 
generals still arc on the 
active list and technically 
subject to Pentagon 
speech regulations. 


They are Dwight D. 


Eisenhower, Douglas Mac- 
Arthur and Omar N. Brad- 
ley. 


Elsenhower is in a 


slightly special category 
because he does not take 
his $20,000-a-ycar Army 
pay. Instead he gets the 
$25,000 pension and'the 
$50,000 annual office al- 
lowance provided for for- 
mer Presidents.

BUT THAT does not af- 


fect the question of what 
would happen if the de- 
fense Department should 
decide to be technical and 
require Gens. Eisenhower, 
Bradley and MacArthur to 


observe military regula- 
tions. 


For one thing, they 


would be obliged to sub- 
mit their speeches and ar- 
ticles fur clearance by the 
Pentagon's security and 
review section. 


They would be luider 


strict injunctions to avoid 
public discussion of for- 
eign affairs or other mat- 
ters properly in the pro- 
vince of the State Depart- 
ment and White House.

JUDGING by the case 


of former Maj Gen. Edwin

Former MaJ. Gen. Edwin A. 
Walker, storm-center of 
U. S. anti-Communist troop 
indoctrination policy and 
now a candidate for gov- 
ernor of Texas, had his day 
in court last week. 
• His last act was to punch 
an inquiring reporter in the 
eye. 


The ousted 


commander 
of the 24th 
Infantry 
Combat Di- 
vision in 
Germany 
was given 
free rein to 
narrate his 
own case to 
senators In. 
vcstigating 
alleged military muzzling. 


He charged he had been 


the scapegoat of a secret 
government "apparatus, 
headed by Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk, which 
favors a 'no win' policy in 
the cold war." He said his 
own indoctrination program 
in Europe—the reason he 
lost his command — ran 
head on Into this "con- 
spiracy." 


Walker was vague In 


substantiating his allega- 
tions and admitted he could 
not identify those "in com- 
plete control of the appara- 
tus." 
But he named, in 


addition to Rusk: 


—Special Assistant De- 


fense Secretary Adam Yar- 
molinsky "who had a close 
connection with commu- 
nism"; Arthur Sylvester, in 
charge of Defense Depart- 
ment public affairs, "who 
worked" to shear him of his 
command, and Walt W. 
Rostow, head of the State 
Department's policy plan- 
ning staff, "who has been 
in control" of the hush- 


hush Central Intelligence 
Agency's "operating arm" 
since 1054. 


Walker averred that 


CIA's Intelligence estimates 
are arranged by the State 
Department to r e f l ec t 
Rusk's no win policy and 
that 
he. himself, "was 


framed in this den of In- 
iquity." 
Furthermore, he 


charged, civilian control of 
the military "has been per- 
verted Into a commissar- 
like system at all major 
echelons." 


Chairman John C. Stcn- 


nis of the Senate committco 
issued a brief statement 
which apparently dosed the 
book on Walker's charges. 


Stennls said the testi- 


mony was "quite general In 
nature without revealing 
anything specific or defi- 
nite justifying further In- 
quiry." 


Defense Secretary Robert 


McNamara Issued a strong 
defense of his aides. Rusk 
said the general's accusa- 
tions \vcre "not worthy of 
comment." Sen. Stuart Sy- 
mington, D-Mo., one of the 
investigators, said Walker 
had made charges he could 
not verify. President Ken- 
nedy continued to.take a 
no comment attitude. 


The general punched a 


reporter who tried to ques- 


tion him about George Lin- 
coln Rockwell, leader of the 
American Nazi Party and 
Walker supporter.

Long Beach city officials 


will apply this week to the 
State Lands Commission for 
a p p r o v a l of $ 1,378.454 
maintenance costs under 
the Tidcland Oil Fund for 
the 1962-63 fiscal year. 


The amount is the largest 


ever sought from the off- 
shore oil money for upkeep 
of beaches, buildings and 
other Improvements on the 
tidclands.

Going-Away Party 


; for a Young Man 


•THE ARMED SERVICES have never held very close- 


ly to constitutional principles in either the trial 


or punishment of accused persons. 


Through the years, however, public pressure has 


produced closer adherence to democratic and humane 
procedures. 


Down in Norfolk, Va., the Marine Corps turned 


the clock back this week and imposed what clearly 
was cruel and unusual punishment on' a youngster 
scarcely old enough to shave. 


The youngster, age 20, had already served two 


years in a military prison for larceny and unauthor- 
ized leave. Technically, he had already been dis- 
charged from the service. But the Marines gave him 
a little farewell party. 


The prisoner was escorted from his quarters by 


three drummers playing a death march. He was 
marched to a position front and center in a Marine 
formation. An order of discharge was read aloud. 
Then the prisoner was escorted between long rows of 
Marines who turned their backs on him as he ap- 
proached. He was escorted to the gate, handed a paper 
bag containing his belongings, and released to resume 
his life as a private citizen. 


All this was not quite as bad, of course, as the 


Civil War ceremony in which the prisoner, with head 
shaven and with the letter of his crime burned into 
his check by a hot iron, Was escorted through the 
camp by drummers. The scar of that treatment was 
visible for the remainder of the man's life. 


In the case of the young Marine, his experience 


has left no scar—except the hidden one within which 
will haunt him, and perhaps society, for the rest of 
his days.

their use of public buildings and requires 
teachers and other employes of public In- 
stitutions to answer congressional and leg- 
islative committee inquiries concerning 
Communist affiliation and subversion. 


How do you decide who are Communists 


and subversive advocates? Section 3 says 
the finding would be made: 


".. . by an appellate or superior court, or 


by the grand jury of any county in this state, 
or by the attorney general of the state of 
California, or by any court, officer, board, 
commission, agency or'Other body of the 
government of the United States making 
such a finding pursuant to law...." 


Doran also denied that -such persons as a 


federal marshal or a collector of customs 
could, through accusation, nail somebody as 
a Communist. He said the language of Sec- 
tion 3 noting that the finding must be made 
"pursuant to the law." This reservation, he 
says, eliminates capricious abuse of the 
amendment and restricts this accusation 
power to persons and agencies already ap- 
proved by the federal government, except 
for the' state authority which the amend- 
ment adds. 


DESPITE MR. DORAN'S explanation, and 


despite an opinion by the state legislative 
counsel that the amendment probably would 
be upheld as constitutional by (he state su- 
preme court, the controversy persists.

The Italian Com- 
munist party, biggest out- 
side Russia, was blasting 
the train. But the middle- 
of-the-road Italian govern- 
ment was enthusiastic m its 
welcome. 


It was cold In Rome that 


w i n t e r . And old Count 
Sforza, clad in a thin coat, 
his scholarly beard keeping 
the wind from his loose col- 
lar, paced up and down the 
station platform alongside 
the Friendship Train, talking 
about hit great goal — a 
United States of Europe. 


Count Sforza is dead now. 


Were he alive ha could 
hardly believe tha progress 
Europe has made toward .laughter.

How About Some Salt-Water Garfish? 


Next Saturday marks the beginning of a good- 


will exchange of fisli between Brazil and Califprnia 
and the net result in years to come may be some 
bagre marine catfish in our bays and sloughs where 
now all we catch are skates, rays and sharks. 


This particular ty|>c of salt-water catfish is a native 


of Brazilian waters but biologists in California feel that 
the species will grow well in our own bays and harbors. 


William Hlplcy 1$ flying down to Rio de Janeiro 


Saturday on a VARIfi airliner to take 100,000 California 
rainbow trout eggs to a hatchery in Brazil. Ulpley is 
assistant chief of the marine resources operations of the 
Department of Fish and Game. 


Later California will send salmon eggs to another 


hatchery in Brazil and that Latin nation hopes to start 
both rainbow and salmon fisheries in a couple of years. 


In exchange for all that. California gets a start of the 


famous bagre catfish, which reach a weight of 70 pounds. 
Wow, if we ever pet 'cm growing like that, it's going to 
be hard for Pop to leave Long Beach and give as his 
reason. "1 want to go to the Colorado River and get some 
catfish." Friend wife can tell him to go to the back bays 
here and catch some of those big bagres. 


SPEAKING OF CATFISH, the Colorado River and 


salt-water, we are getting so mixed up that we are 
wondering just what is happening to all kinds of fishes. 
For instances, three anglers went to the Colorado River 
below the Palo Verde Diversion Dam and tried for catfish. 
They caught striped bass instead! 


Bob Metcalf got two stripers (11-4 and 7). Harold 


Smith, Bell Gardens, caught one weighing 8-4, and his 
brother. Jerry, got one weighing 8-2. 


Although biologists haven't determined how those 


stripers arc propagating in the Colorado since they were 
planted about a year ago, they are optimistic enough to 
feel that further plantings should be made In that area. 


The Colorado River Wildlife Management Committee 


met at Las Vegas a few days ago and discussed numbers 
of projects that should help the Colorado. One plan was 
unanimously approved. It would make stripers available 
for introduction into llavasu Lake. 


There's nothing final about thp proposal. all fish and 


game commissioners of the states involved must approve 
the idea. 


For those readers who are not acquainted with 


striped bass, they arc like steelhead trout — living both in 
the ocean end in fresh water. However, stripers have 
hccn found to live very happily in fresh water without 
ever going to sea. 


ON THE FRESH-WATER FRONT— Irvine Lake's 


weekly summary showed that Donald Degman, San 
Bernardino, topped all anglers with an right-pound bass. 
Spawning crappie were beginning to hit Vee Hcc flics 
and Go-Gctlers . . . Crappie and hluegill arc giving anglers 
plenty of excitement at Railroad Canyon l-ake near 
F.lsinnrc . . .

F. W. Cadwalladcr hooked a 14-pound. I -ounce brown 
trout on a yellow and black Bomber while plugging for 
hass near the Pit River Bridge on Shasta Lake.

LAW IN NEWS 
Landlords May Face Headaches 


Many people depend for 


their income upon the rental 
from real property. 


Good management rests on 


many separate things: Not 
tlie least of these is the sc 
lection of good tenants, thus 
to avoid 
legal 
headaches 


which an undesirable tenant 
may cause. 


Suppose a tenant fails to 


pay hi« rent, or creates n 
nuisance by being noisy: Even 
though your written lease or 
rental agreement says you 
can end the tenancy, re-enter 
the premises and evict the 
tenants, the law will not per 
mil you to. The law frowns 
on salf help even though the 
tenant's possession is 
ful. 


AS A RESULT, legal as 


sistance Is often needed. For 
the tenants must be served 
with a notice that the tenancy 
is ended — and this notice 
must be carefully worded. If 
he docs not move out of his 
o\vn accord one must file a 
lawsuit (called an unlawful 
detainer action) and obtain a 
court judgment. Then if the 
tenant does not move out vol 
untarily. the 
sheriff 
must 


move him out. All of these 
steps cost money. 


A well drawn lease or 


rental a g r e e m e n t will do 
much to solve the landlord's 
problems and spell out the 
tenant's obligations. Things 
that a good lease can say: 


1. In case of a lawsuit 


which party shall pay the 
legal 
expenses. 
Sometimes 


laescs say the tenant; and 
sometimes, the winning party.

2. WHAT SHALL be done 


if the tenant abandons the 
premises leaving behind his 
personal belongings. Unless 
the lease allows the owner to 
place the property in storage 
at the tenant's expense, 
wrong guess by the landlord 
may make him liable in dam- 
ages to the tenant. 


3. If there is a security or 


cleaning deposit, what condi- 
tions give the tenant the right 
to its return. 


4. How much notice the 


tenant must give to end his 
tenancy. If the tenancy is one

must, if there is nothing in 
the lease on this point, give 
at least 30 days' notice. With- 
out this notice he would owe 
the landlord another month's 
rent, even though he moved 
out. Of course, if the lease

unless the lease says so, it 
cannot be ended before the 
time is up.

Dance Director Albert Ruiz pictured 


above thoughtfully looking into the space 
he wishes to define and fill with dancers, 
and Musician Richard Collins (small pic- 
ture below) pooled their efforts to create 
fresh new entertainment. 


Collins, who plays first trumpet with Lcs 


Brown's or- 
chestra, com- 
posed the mu- 
sic while Ruiz 
and the dancers 
developed t h e 
idea. There 
must be solid 
rapport-for cre- 
ative minds In 
work well to- 
gether. R u i z , 
teacher, dancer 
and director, 
presented t h e 
idea of "This Is 


Space" to his corp« of young dancers from 
the Dance Drama Center Workshop and let 
them devise their own movements. They 
wear simple black leotards and tights for 
uniformity of effect and to prevent the dis- 
traction of elaborate costumes. 


The finished ^product is one of three 


dances to be presented at long Beach Stale 
. College Thursday at 8:15 p. m. sponsored by 
the college's Dance Workshop and Friends 
nf Long Beach Museum of Art. It-tis open 
to the public without charge.

danced In a tradition Involving stylized 
movements, with a tendency toward rigid- 
ness and sometimes even frigidncss, al- 
though it undeniably has great beauty. Cre- 
ative dancing is constantly exploring and 
experimenting. These young dancers are 
enthusiastic, earnest and energetic. 


The dancers are asked to relate their 


movements to their own experience. They 
then expand from natural action to larger 
movements In order to more dramatically 
express their emotions. Modern dance is 
not a literal presentation. It goes around 
or behind a fact, embellishing it. 


WITII THAT for a starter let's examine 


how a dance drama develops. On the pro- 
gram for "This Is Space" it says "choreog- 
raphy by the individual." And it's exactly 
that. 


After Ruiz explains his idea he tosses it 


to the dancers. They decide, in this case, to 
define space geometrically at first by mea- 
suring it. They form beautiful patterns of 
squares and triangles. They are surround- 
ing space, as it were. Then someone inter- 
polates the idea of giving space direction 
by pacing it off. or giving it levels. 


Meanwhile, Composer Collins and Janet 


Runolfsson, pianist, fit music to action and 
Narrator Margaret Mangano works on a 
script to unravel the action for the viewer. 
There arc singers, too, Barbara Dunbar and 
Betty Tcsman, who accompany the dancing 
with songs sung first traditionally and 
then with exaggeration to fit the develop- 
ing dance patterns. Watching from the side- 
lines is Roellcn Estcs who will handle stage 
lighting.

The other day I had 
a wonderful two-hour visit 
with this charming man. 


Somehow I expected a 


man bom in Poland to be 
dark-complected, but 
from 


Mr. Kletzki's heavy red eye- 
brows I knew he had been 
a redhead, although he is 
quite bald now. His twin- 
kling blue eyes and very fair 
skin make him a blond in- 
deed. In one of my reviews 
I called Kletzki an "aristo- 
crat of the baton." I also 
found him an aristocrat in 
bearing. In culture and in 
manner, and it seemed good 
to have my hand kissed in 
the old European manner in 
departing.• • • • 


AS A CHILD, Kletzki 


played the violin, and when 
his home city was occupied 
by the Germans, the Polish 
musician formed an orches- 
tra by way of distraction 
and comfort at the age of 
14. At 19 he went to War- 
saw to study conducting. 
1921 found him a student 


at the Hochschuler (high 
school of music) in Berlin. 
There the great conductor. 
Furtwangler, discovered him 
and took him under his 
wing. With such a mentor, 
how was it possible for this 
gifted lad to become any- 
thing but a great conductor 
in his own right. 


From 1923 to 1934 he con- 


ducted under Furtwangler 
the concerts of the Berlin 
Philharmonische 
Orchestra. 


As Bruno Walter loved Gus- 
tav Mahler, so Paul Kletzki 
loved Furtwangler nnd one 
sees in his conducting the 
poetic instincts of that man. 
whom I had the privilege of 
hearing many times when I 
lived in Berlin. 
• • • • 


"WHEN THE t r o u b l e 


came In Germany in 1934." 
reminisced Kletzki, "I left 
the country. My wife was 
from 
Switzerland 
so we 


went to Montrcaux where 
we still live." He conducted 
the La Scala Orchestra in 
Milan for four years, and

talking to was being sought as guest 


conductor all over Europe 
and Scandinavia. 


"I have conducted in ev- 


ery country of the world 
except Japan, China and 
South Africa," he said. In 
1958 he came to America 
and conducted the Cincin- 
nati, Baltimore and Phila- 
delphia 
orchestras. 
After 


one of these concerts in 
New 
York 
an 
imposing 


group of men and women 
visited him. "We want you 
as regular conductor of our 
Dallas Symphony Orchestra 
in Texas," they said. In 1959 
he consented and held the 
post until ill health forced 
him to resign. 
• • • • 


"AFTER TWO years and 


a half in shaping that or- 
chestra," he told me, "I 
wanted the best available 
conductor to follow me. But 
who?" One day as he was 
in flight on a tour with the 
orchestra one of his men 
picked up a newspaper 
which read "Solti resigns 
from the Los Angeles Phil- 
harmonic 
Orchestra." 
"I 


rushed to the first telephone 
after landing." he recalled, 
"and got Dallas. 'Solti is 
available,' I screamed. 'Grab 
this man quickly.' And they 
did." 


Mrs. 
Kletzki docs not 


travel the tiring guest ap- 
pearance route with her 
husband but remains quiet- 
ly in Switzerland. They have 
been married 32 years but 
have no children. "A con- 
ductor's wife," he told in 
confidence, "should have a 
badge of merit pinned over 
her heart for the first three 
years of married life, and 
then two badges of merit 
for the remaining years." 
"Are conductors so difficult 
to live with?" 
I asked. 


'They are always tired," he 
laughingly retorted. 


THERE ARE Trials nnd 


heartbreaks in the life of a 
conductor. 
The 
contralto 


who sang In his recent per- 
formance of Mahler's "Das 
Lied von der Erdc" had sung 
it only once before. "When 
I heard that." he said "I 
nearly fainted!" The tenor. 
Richard Lewis, on the other 
hand, had sung it with him 
many time* in Europe. In 
London recently when he 
conducted the work with 
the 
BBC the 
day 
after 


Bruno Walter died, Kletzki 
dedicated the performance 
to his beloved friend. Dr. 
Walter, and after the last 
note died away the whole 
audience

mute 


tribute. 


I think Paul Kletzki was 


thinking of Bruno Walter 
when he conducted Mahler's 
work the other night with 
the l-"< Angeles Philh.ir- 
jnonic 
Orchestra 
because 


the performance was 
so 


moving that a long silence 
ensued after the music had 
ended; the audience spell- 
bound both by the beautiful 
music and by the superb 
conducting of a great maes- 
tro, Paul Kletzki.

The plans can be for a quiet eve- 


nin;: of conversation, a dinner, cxtn 
a weekend trip with the family. 


As a result of interest by dedicated 


rili/ciis. the Chamber of Commerce 
has offered to act as a c I o a r i n g 
nrrni-y not only for individual it- 
quests for International students, but 
ns coordinator for clubs, churches and 
other groups who work to improve 
our irLilions abroad, whether for or- 


ganization guest appearances, indus- 
trial lours or civic functions. 


ALL IT TOOK for the idea to bear 


fruit was a gentle nudge from Charles 
Sleeper, who, with his wife Shirley, 
has been deeply involved in friend- 
ship with other countries since an 
American Field 
Service exchange 


high school student lived with the 
Sleepers in 1057. 


A couple of months ago. Sleeper 


mentioned his Idea of more contact 
between foreign students and Ameri- 
cans to Dr. Paul Opstcad. internation- 
al student counselor at Long Beach 
Slate. 
Dr. Opstead's answer was 


quick and enthusiastic: "Come out to 
the school. We've got things to talk 
about!" 


And talk they did. A call to the 


Chamber of Commerce had equally 
fast results. "That suits our Interna- 
tional City thce to a T." an official 
Mid, "besides being a good idea in 
itself. We'll work on it." 


Municipal Judge Martin De Vries, 


member of the Chamber's Education 
Committee, leaped at the idea, too. 
The judge and his wife have spon- 
sored foreign 
college students for 


several years and are ardent sup- 
IHHlcrs of any plan that will help our 


relations abroad. 
They know how 


much it means fur a young man or 
Woman to have sympathetic Ameri- 
can listeners in making one of the 
most difficult adjustments they will 
ever experience. 


"IT SEEMED as though I had a 


magic wand," Sleeper says. "All 1 
had to do was mention the idea and 
the chamber went to work. Now. with 
the help ol Judge l)e Vries working 
as co-chairman. Or. Opstead, Glenn 
Irvin and Jim Gordon of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, we've really got 
some results." 


Dr. Opstcad sees the problem of 


American contacts tirst hand. "Al- 
though there are KO international stu- 
dents at State, there is a total of 250 
in the harbor area. Most of the two- 
year college students arc already 
sponsored and living with American 
families, which is a big help. 


"But at Slate, many of the stu- 


dents live in riHiming houses or apart- 
ments. They get little contact with 
Americans at the home level. They 
tend to keep to themselves, not be- 
cause they want to. but simply be- 
cause it works out that way." 


The students, rangin;; in age from 


late teens to early thirties, are en- 
rolled In courses from undergraduate 
to advanced degrees. Nearly all of 
them are conversant with English, 
though the language problem is pres- 
ent for some. 


All of them are here because they 


want to learn. They want to work 
for their homelands as businessmen, 
teachers or in government sen-ice. 
They want to bring to their coun- 
tries the advancement that they so 
urgently need but that requires so 
much effort by so many millions of 
people. 


TORTUNATEI.V," says Dr. Op- 


stcad. "we arc getting started when 
we have relatively few international 
students on our campuses. In a few 
years we will have many more. Set- 
ting up a program now will prepare 
us for the future." 


The lack of contact is much more 


than a local problem. It has been 
pointed out by foreign students who 
have returned home disgruntled with 
the lack of association with Ameri- 
cans. There are presently some 70.- 
000 students In this country from 
abroad. A recent national magazine 


. 
article reports, "more than half of 
them are discontented." 


This can be an impression with ex- 


pensive 
overtones for American*. 


There is a g r o w i n g cohesivcness 
among nations in the Common Mar- 
ket agreement, in alliances both East 
and West. The young men and wom- 
en now studying with us are doing 
so, in most instances, because they 
are expected to become leaders with- 
in a few years. It would be unfor- 
tunate if we can do little but foster 
a stand-offish attitude. 


Mrs. W. Wallace Maner. hostess for 


the International Center, University 
of Iowa, has written a sprightly pam- 
phlet that serves as a guide to the 
American family acting as interna- 
tional host. 


"HAVING a foreign student or 


visitor for dinner or for the weekend 
is not a complicated, difficult 
or 


heroic 
task." Mrs. Maner writes. 


"You needn't approach such hospi- 
tality as though United Slates foreign 
policy depends upon the surcrss of 
your affair!" 


When the invitation is Issued, don't 


rush to the encyclopedia or library to 
learn all you can alxmt a strange 
country, Mrs. Maner warns. 
Your 


guest can take care of that, except 
for the basic facts—his name and 
homeland. 


To most Americans, the national 


Peoplc-to-Pcoplc and S i s t e r City 
movements arc faceless and remote. 
The foreign guest can dispel that il- 
lusion. 


"The only qualification a family 


needs," says Mrs. Maner. "is to be 
well-adjusted. Kich or |>oor, house or 
small apartment, 12 children or none, 
it makes no difference. Welcome an 
opportunity 
to learn more things 


about new people in the comfort of

By mid-afternoon, Alston was will-

bass in Uke Mead. He cast first from 
the right side of the boat, then from 
the led. He tossed sinkers and hooks 
is Ed Roebuck never did and still 
could not get a strike. 


He had time not only to ponder the 


future, but to delve Into the immediate 
put. In the absence of bass he be- 
gin hi reel off statistics. 


"IF WE WERE to score 100 more 


rum than our pitchers allow, do you 
supjw.se we'd win the pennant this 
year?" h» asked. He didn't wait for an 
answer. "I'd be willing to take my 
chances," he said. 


It was an introduction to an amaz- 


ing set of figures that Alston memo- 
rized during a long winter of medita- 
tion at his farm in Darrtown, Ohio. 


"D<» you realize," Alston continued, 


•'that Cincimiali won the pennant by 
scoring only 57 runs more than they 
allowed? That the difference on our 
cluli was 38? That the Giants led the 
league in runs, scored 118 more than 
they allowed and still finished third?" 


Further research proves conclusive- 


ly the Nitional League's topsy-turvy 
ItHil race. 


Pittsburgh led the league in hitting 


and finished sixth In the standings. 
St. Louij pitchers led in earned run 
average, yet the Cardinals finished 
fifth. Milwaukee was the top defen- 
sive team and wound up fourth. 


THE DODGERS ranked no higher 


than fifth in any of these departments, 
but trailed the champion Reds by only 
four games. The Dodgers were fifth in 
batting and fielding, sixth in pitching 
and total bases. 


What else is there but strategy? 


Very little, the Dodger front office 
admitted in rehiring Alston for what 
it hopes will be a golden new era In 
Dodger Stadium, the $18 million Tuj 
Mahal of baseball. 


Financially, the Dodgers are assured 


of success. Already they have sold 1.3 
million seals or more than the club 
drew in its final season in Brooklyn. 
At no time will Waller O'Mallcy un- 
lock his doors for fewer than 15,000 
spectators. 


O'Malley promises that such fullh 


shall not go unrewarded. "Our team 
enjoys the greatest fan support in 
baseball histoty. We will spare no ex- 
pense in developing a winner. We will 
go all out for a pennant and I expect 
nothing less." 


The order frightens neither general 


manager E. J. (tluzzie) Bavasi, who 
claims "we hare the talent to win 
the iwimant," nor Alston, who says 
"there's no doubt that we'll improve in 
the new patk."

Mrs. Maurice Patched, 421 


Maine Avc.. had this inter- 
esting experience as a child 
in Taunlon, Mass. Out of alt 
the foreign baubles, she re- 
members best the enchanting 
German Easter eggs sent to 
her by Jeremiah Dennett, sen- 
ator from Massachusetts. 


The eggs were hollow and 


had magical Easter lands in- 
side, and Mrs. Patchctt tried 
many times to describe them 
to her own children. 


Commercial eggs could be 


found, but the hastily assem- 
bled paper figures bore little 
relation to the rich delicacies 
of the German confections. 


THEN ONE DAY she found 


in a magarinc a casually- 
mentioned recipe for making 
the foamy sugar shell, and 
immediately set about re- 
creating the eggs of her child- 
hood memories. She could fill 
the center with icing fanta- 
sies, because she had been 
studying cake decorating and 
could squeeze a mean rose- 
bud. 


So Mrs. Patchclt began ex- 


perimenting with the too- 
brief reci|>c and soon discov- 
ered quite a few ways not to 
make sugar shells. Hut she 
finally succeeded, and is will- 
ing to share her findings with 
others. 
Here is the recipe 


W'ith which slie began: 


"Mix one egg while with 


4-5 cups of sugar." 


Mrs. Patched has amended 


it further to read: "Knead the 
sugar and egg white about 10 
minutes, until it feels uni- 
formly like wet sand. If you 
prefer pastel shells, add food 
coloring. Then fill a plastic 
egg mold, bought at a dime 
store, with the mixture and 
unmold on a sheet of waxed 
paper. Make as many as you 
can. 


"CUT OFF the large end lo 


form the peephole. Let them 
dry about two hours, if in- 
tended for an adult, or three 
hours for a child. The extra 
drying makes the shell thick- 
er, less fragile. Then turn 
over and very carefully scoop 
out the still-damp center with 
a teaspoon. This can be used 
again to make more eggs, or, 
if desired, different shapes: 
bells, baskets, or even bun- 
nies." 


Ordinary icing won't work 


for the decorations. A butter 
mix will soften the sugar 
shell, and an egg-white frost- 
ing will soon begin flaking. 
A commercial mixture, called 
Deco Icing, is ideal for use 
cm these eggs. It is.ediljle. if 
children1 'decide ' to" 'devour'

CAREN'S 
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Nature's Seaplanes 


By Thora C. Froyen 


W IKE migrating whales and 


the swallows that return 


to Capistrano each spring, 
the (lying fishes also return 
from their winter sojourn In 
the warmer equatorial seas 
to spend the summers cavort- 
ing around in the Southern 
California waters. 


These dragon-fly fishes 


come soaring up from the 
inky depths like flashing sil- 
ver blades to the great delight 
of surprised passengers on 
ships plying from Long Ilcach 
to Santa Catalina Island. The 
largest 
and best 
variety, 


the "Cypsilurus Californicus." 
summers in Southern Cali- 
fornia waters. 


They are not all equally 


pood for human consumption, 
but the California variety is 
considered by some to be 
• succulent delicacy. How- 
ever, local markets contend 
that there is no customer 
demand for them and those 
caught are used mainly as 
bait for larger fish. They can 
be caught with butterfly nets, 
with a spear or with gill nets 
such as commercial fisher- 
men use. 


They skim over the water 


up to 200 yards and reach 
heights up to 50 feet, depend- 
ing on the wind. Then they 
gradually lose speed and 
touch their tails down 
in 


the sea to give themselves 
another boost and off they 
go again. 


THE SHAPE of the flying 


fish is adapted perfectly for 


the life it leads. Its long sleek 
body, from 12 to 18 inches 
In length, is fitted for smooth 
progress through the water 
as well as through the air 
with the least friction. Its 
air bladder is greatly enlarged 
and filled with a gaseous sub- 
stance (mostly nitrogen), di- 
minishing the relative weight 
of the body, which usually 
runs 
from 
one 
to 
three 


pounds. 


The clear, quiet 
waters 


around Catalina Island offer 
an ideal feeding arid breeding 
place for flying fish. They 
swim close to shore after 
dark and feed and spawn In 
the kelp beds. Their silver, 
white and gray coloring 
blends perfectly with the sun- 
dappled sea, giving them a 
protective camouflage. They 
arc naturally carnivorous and 
like to feed on crustaceans 
such as shrimps, 
prawns, 


young crabs and tiny fishes. 


Trained 
naturalists 
have 


found that flying fishes while 
in the air^hold their support- 
ing planes, the greatly ex- 
panded pectoral fins, as rigid- 
ly as though they were made 
of steel. In this respect the 
principle of fish flight is clear- 
ly very close to that of sail 
planes. 


Nature has been kind to 


these unusual fish by endow- 
ing them with the ability to 
escape from their larger fish 
enemies by ejecting them- 
selves into the air at will; 
thus they are masters of both 
the sea and the air, a combi- 
nation of submarine and sea- 
plane.

COONER OR LATER, every student has to make 


a classroom speech, and the chances are good 


that the speech-making chore will fall to him time 
and again In his business and social life after he 
leaves school. 


Most high schools and colleges have speech de- 


partments and work in great 
detail with the subject of 
public speaking We couldn't 
hope In this short space to 
offer any new techniques. 


However, e x p e r t s in 


this field tell us that while 
many students and adult 
speakers have been well- 
schooled in speech tech- 
niques, a limited number 
know a very important sc- 
cict which can make all the diJfcrcnce between an 
effective and a poor speech. 


That fact is: 
At least ONE-HALF the time you use prcparinc 


for a speech should be spent thinking about your 
audience. 


It is not enough to know what you want to say. 
It is not enough to have your material well or- 
ganized. 


It is not enough to have an attention-getting In- 


troduction and a thought-provoking conclusion. 


It is not enough to have some excellent examples 


of your general principles to m a k e y o u r subject 
clearer. 


It is not enough to have some carefully-selected 
visual aids. 


Many a speaker makes all these preparations and 


then, when he gets up to talk, discovers that the au- 
dience feels distant and unresponsive. 


He failed to study his audience and determine 


how to get his point across to THEM. 


THE EFFECTIVE public speaker considers these 


tilings about his audience: their age, their sex. their 
individual and group Interests, their environment, 
their religion, their politics, their economic position. 


Such words as capitalism, free enterprise, and 


right-to-work produce sharply different emotional re- 
sponses In industrial leaders than In union leaders. 


An experienced writer studies his audience That 


is he studies the subscribers to the publication for 
which he wishes to write. He knows what they like 
to read. He satisfies them. Readers buy the publica- 
tion to read him. 
• 


And so It is with the successful speaker. He 


shapes his speech for his specific audience. And au- 
diences "buy"' him.

meet, the weather Is a 


standard topic of conversa- 
tion and rain usually is the 
foremost thought. Tog and 
smog are probably next. 


When it does rain In South- 


ern California—and it does, 
as we recently rediscovered— 
contrasting viewpoints pre- 
vail. For instance, most east- 
em or midwestern visitors 
ask, "Where is this highly 
touted sunshine we came here 
to enjoy?" The native often 
says. In effect, "Isn't this rain 
wonderful? Worth millions to 
the country, besides cleaning 
the air of smog and fog." 


However, Jupiter Pluvius Is 


as fickle in doling out his 
wares to the Southland as 
the visitor and native arc op- 
posed in their remarks. 


For many years my work 


has associated me with storm 
tlrain problems of the City of 
Long Beach and the hatbor 
area. I have recently dug into 
official Long Beach rainfall 
recordj. as well as those of 
the U. S. Weather Uurcau in 
Los Angeles, thereby uncov- 
ering some interesting facts. 


In some cases, storm drain 


facilities arc inadequate to 
cope with heavy nnd pro- 
longed amounts of Jp'c gener- 
osity. 
Million] 
have 
been 


spent on drains, and to good 
avail, 
but considering 
the 


Southland's growing pains, 
with more paving being con- 
structed annually; run-off in- 
creases along wiih coils, pos- 
ing a major problem. 


Usually 
lx>nds must 
be 


voted to build effective drain- 
age systems. Seldom are such 
elections held during Jupiter's 
generous moods—anil when it 
Isn't raining voters don't see 
the need for the drains. 


CONSF.QENTI.Y. the Voter 


or native doesn't alwiys see 
eyc-to-eye with the trained 


drainage engineer, until he 
may try to drive home some 
evening after a good rain only 
to find his street blocked with 
"detour" signs. 


Based on records of the 


Los Angeles office of the 
U. S. Weather Bureau for 81 
years from 1877 to 1901, the 
average season 
total 
was 


15.01 Inches. If it were pos- 
sible to depend 
upon this 


amount annually, and 
this 


quota only, simplicity would 
replace complexity. However, 
this is not the case. 


For example, duiing the 


• season of 1833-84, a total of 


38.18 inches of rain v/as re- 
corded. 
While in 
I960 01, 


only 4.85 inches fell. These 
represent the highest and 
lowest seasonal figuics ol 
record and bears out the old 
axiom: "Rain breeds rain and 
drought breeds drought." 


Here lies the drainr.ge en 


ginecr's dilemma. He must 
design, according to the high 
est run-off occurring in the 
shortest period of time in the 
history of the area for which 
lie is designing. 


The season of 1915-1G is 


known among the weather 
fraternity as the Hatfirld sea- 
son. The City of .San Diego 
had contracted with a so- 
called rain-maker, n a m e d 
Hatficld, to relieve a drought 
which gravely threatened its 
water supply. 


Hatfield secluded himself 


atop a remote peak in ir.c San 
Diego mountains nnd pro- 
ceded to brew up a batch of 
chemicals, which did—or did 
not—cause the heaviest rain- 
fall in any one month in 
Southern California 
history. 


A whopping 1330 inches of 
precipitation occurred in the 
month of January alone. 


NEEDLESS TO say. dams, 


highways and railroad bridges 
went with the surging run-off.

The technique. Dr. Earn says, raises 


the pain 
threshold to 
reduce suf- 
fering. It has 
proved out 
in trials in 
Leicester 
General Hos- 
pital in Eng- 
land. 


Here's 


how it 
works: 


The patient, lying supine, fixes her 


eyes on a spot on the ceiling—a spot 
so far behind her head that the eye 
muscles fatigue rapidly. 


She docs this for one to two min- 


utes. Ocular fatigue becomes so marked 
that the eyes soon close involuntarily 
in order to obtain relief. 


General muscular relaxation follows. 
Meanwhile, the patient is reassured 


through suggestion. 


The concentration technique should 


be practiced before the day of delivery, 
Dr. Earn says. 


It is Integrated into an education 


program that advises the patient of 
the elemental anatomy and physiology 
of childbirth. The patient is told what 
she can expect during labor. 


Pain-killing drugs arc available if 


the patient requests them. 


JF YOU'RE traveling east, and en- 


counter a late winter storm, here's 


how to skid-proof your shoes against 
icy pavements: 


Stick a strip of one-inch adhesive 


tape lengthwise on each sole, another 
strip crosswise.

As 
there were no funds with 
which to build a church, the 
priest appealed to the ranch- 
ers, who donated 500 head 
of cattle which they drove 
to the Plaza and auctioned 
off at $5 a head. The corner- 
stone of the Old Plaza Church 
was laid in 1814. 


Cattle again played an 


heroic role in history when 
hides and tallow were used 
as barter to purchase alt 
household goods, clothing 
and everyday living necessi- 
ties. The early prosperity of 
California came not with the 
discovery of gold but in the 
trade value of hides. Hence 
with historical significance 
and gratitude the animals of 
Los Angeles are Invited to 
come to Olvcra Street each 
Easter season and receive 
blessing.

It is also the most ignored by 
tourists because of its remote- 
ness and shortage of good 
hotels. 


Like all Negro folk music, 


calypso's oiigins are buried 
deep in the jungles of Africa. 
It first emerged in the West- 
ern Hemisphere as a kind of 
commentary on world affairs 
on the part of the slave. In 
language the master could 
not undetstand — n subtle, 
contrived set of allegories 
that effectively slipped the 
needle into the bossman with- 
out having him know exactly 
what it w.is all about.

Howard Foncanon of Albu- 


querque, N. M.. Is that man 
and his "Perfumes of the 
Desert" have become known 
throughout the world. The 
perfumes are made by Fon- 
canon and sold in the Per- 
fume of the Desert Shop on 
the Plaza in Old Albuquerque. 
In addition to his own shop 
and ISO retail outlets located 
over the world, Foncanon 
docs a very large mail order 
repeat business from tourists 
who have visited his unique 
shop. 


"We do everything our- 


selves," says Foncanon. "We" 
means the family — father, 
mother, daughter and son-in- 
law-. William Mollenkopf. 
Originating and 
developing 


this unique and completely 
New Mexico Industry, they 
produce thousands of drams 
of rare desert scents in a 
closely guarded laboratory in 
Albuquerque. 


"THE PERFUME business 


Is highly secretive," Foncanon 
explains. "I never write down 
a formula.

abetted by his wife, Emma— 
began the long tedious Job of 
learning the exacting art of 
the 
perfume 
chemist. 
It 


wasn't easy, for perfumery is 
an art and a science with 
textbooks that arc, unfor- 
tunately, completely in- 
adequate. The perfumer must 
be as flexible as an artist and 
as exact as a scientist, yet 
there arc no teachers or 
schools to which he can turn 
for help. 


Foncanon learned the only 


way possible—by trial and 
error—blending literally thou- 
sands of perfumes. He bought 
the rare expensive floral oils 
that go into the making of 
any perfume and in his home 
laboratory contracted, refined 
and blended scores of oils 
into a desired scent. One 
moment he would look like a 
modern technician, measuring 
with the greatest of accuracy 
at a sensitive scale. A few 
minutes later he would pick 
up a small, odorless perfume 
blotter, carefully put a drop 
of his blend on the blotter, 
and smell; first from one 
nostril, then the other, over 
and over again. Nevertheless, 
he was working, perhaps do- 
ing nothing for several days 
but smell the blotter. Dut al- 
ways he was seeking some- 
thing new, a blend that he 
could say was a "finished" 
perfume. Most of his efforts 
ended in complete failure and 
thousands of dollars worth of 
worthless blends went down 
the kitchen sink. 


FONCANON refused to 


give up, and, by 1938, he had 
mastered the art that predates 
ancient Egypt. "Most people 
t h i n k making a perfume 
merely consists of pressing 
the oil out of flowers and 
diluting It," Emma Foncanon 
said. "Actually, nothing could 
be further from the truth. 
First a basic scent is chosen; 
its petals arc pressed in 
specially prepared oil and left 
there for weeks. The perfume 
oil is then extracted, refined 
and mixed with from 20 to 73 
or even more other floral oils 
from all parts of the world." 


According to Mollenkopf, 


the exact delicate training of 
a prima donna Is nothing 
compared to the development 
of a new perfume. It is a 
tedious process requiring ex- 
treme 
patience 
and 
skill. 


Often several years are spent 
in developing a new scent

'Crime and-Punishincnt' Brings Prisoners'Stories

•iplli: SALLOW FACED man said: 


"The next 30 minutes are going to be painful 


for me and they may be very painful for you, too. 


"I want to tell you what it's like to murder a 


man—to be in here for life." 


The sallow-faced man was one of -12 prisoners 


Interviewed by Clete Roberts for his "Crime and 
Punishment" program on Thursdays at S:.10 p.m.. 
channel 5. 


The sallow-faced man, sentenced to jail for car 


theft, had murdered a cellmate. He had a record of 
trouble with the law dating back to childhood. 


"The reason why I stole my first car was tint 


I was drunk," he said. "I had a drinking problem. 
I drank and drank and drank. 


"Reality has awfully rough edges. I tried to take 


off those rough edges. 


"But it didn't work very well. I was In pain both 


ways—when I was drinking and when I wasn't 
drinking. 


"All I want to do Is get out of prison and just 
gel drunk." 


THE SALLOW-FACED man was at the Vaca- 


ville Medical Facility where psychiatrists were 
attempting to help him. They were capable psychia- 
trists but the man seemingly was incapable of 
working with them to help himself. 


Richard A. McGcc. director of the Department 


of Corrections, said at trie conclusion of the pro- 
f-ram that the man was seeking "a m.igic pill and 
blames us for not having it." 


Interviewer Roberts, after the program was 


filmed, informed prison officials he thought the 
man was "excited and upset." 


Officials checked the man and came away with 


the impression that he was "elated." 


That night the sallow-faced man broke into the 


prison hospital and drank a large amount of methyl 
alcohol. It killed him. 


Ironically, he had several times before attempted 


suicide. At the age of 27 he found death in satisfy- 
ing his craving to "just gel drunk."

EACH OF THE -12 prisoners whom Roberts inter- 


viewed volunteered and there were many more 
volunteers than there was lime available. 


None of the volunteers received as much as a 


cigarette for his or her interview. 


Why did they do it? 
Roberts said they did it because, although the 


words they used in expressing their feelings varied, 
they all felt: 


"Somewhere there is someone in a situation 


similar to the one 1 faced when I made my mistake. 


"Maybe he or she will hear me and will be 
spared all this." 


Roberts stresses that the "relatively few days" 


he spcnl interviewing the prisoners doesn't make 
him an expert in criminology. Out he did come away 
from the task with certain strong impressions.

THOSE IMPRESSIONS: 
"With the exception of two prisoners, all those 


I Interviewed came from a broken home or lacked 
parental supervision or lacked religious training or 
had an utter lack of self-discipline or drank too 
much.

here, he carries under his arm a highly-polished Imt well-worn black 
alligator briefcase. 


A quick greeting in his family—\\lio arriteil earlier—and the Pres- 


ident hurries upstairs to shed his business suit and don a favorite brown 
tweed sport out and flannel slacks. 


It's Saturday afternoon and the Presidential neck-end has begun. 


' The briefcase and the s|*irt coal are the twin symbols of President 
Kenned)'$ week-end—whether it is spent here, at flyannis Port. Mass.. 
or at Palm Beach, Fla. The briefcase contains the problems of the 
nation, a burden he can never leave behind even for a moment. The 
sport coat stands for his "change of pace" which he considers vital to 
his spirit and health. 


How.docs the President staiid up to his pressures? How docs a man, 


at front and center of the world-stage, with the spotlight full upon 
him. still prcscne a little of his own personal life? How docs he relax 
and keep both his health and a balanced mental outlook? 


What does a week-end do for a President? 
To learn the answers to these important questions—answers which 


may haic meaning to all Americans—I recently paid a visit to the First 
Family on a week-end at Glen Ora. 


A rambling, two-story, vintage home of stone and pale yellow 


stucco, set in -400 wooded acres in the rolling Virginia hunt country, 
Glen Ora is the must secluded of the Presidential week-end retreats. 
When ;uu come upon it by helicopter, it seems to sprawl, but inside it 
is surprising!; small, snug and intimate. There are only three family 
rooms on the first floor—living room, dining room, kitchen—and the 
living room is not much larger than the au-ragc family's. The President 
Icasesthccstatcotitof disown jxtckct. 


Glen Ora is the epitome of privacy, where the First Family can 


IK- alone with only relatives and close friends. Nut a doctor, not an 
aide, not even his personal secretary, Mrs. Evelyn Lincoln, accom- 
panies the President here except by specific request. Newsmen cover 
arrivals and departures from Glen Ora with binoculars from two miles 
away, liven Secret Service agents—Ixvause there are no crowds, no 
strangers, and few visitors, all well-known in advance—keep at a 
comfortable distance. 


The President has neither study nor office at Glen Ora. With two 


Princess-type telephones, a portable dictating machine, anil the ubiq- 
uitous briefcase, he works in the living room and his bedroom. And 
he works more than half the waking hours during which other week- 
ending Americans arc relaxing. 


I sal with the President in his lime-walled living .mini and dis- 


cussed his theory of change of p.ne. "Is this really relaxing?" the 
comcrsation began, for the whole atmosphere was one of action. 
The marble coffee table was piled with p.ipers-brotighrhrhTs"imlilary 
aide. Maj. Gen. C. V. Clifton (see cover). The week-end'reading mat- 
ter lay nearby. The telephone was at his ellxiw. Moments Ix-fore, he had 
called to leave a message for Secretary of Slate Dean Husk. 


The President grinned. 
"The day lieforc my inauguration." he said. "President Eisenhower 


told me, 'You'll find that no eaty problems ever come to the President 
of the United Stales. If they are easy to solve, somcliody else has 
solved them.' I found thai hard to lielieve, but now I know' it is true. 
If ;oti have a good staff—and I believe I have—I get only the difficult 
problems. It has taken me a ;ear In understand.that fully. To para- 
phrase the old saying. 'Good news is no news.' So the kind of news 
a President usually gets is bad.

not immediately cross the President's desk. One must rememlier to

Between waking at 7 a.m. and church at 
11 or noon, he not only will haic liccn immersed in 
state papers—three-page, single-spaced mcmos from 
each cabinet officer, special intelligence reports, and 
perhaps a letter from a foreign chief of state—but will 
have digested the meat of at least six newspapers.

Just the Beginning

Tn carry out this philosophy. Nugent sends his slu- 


dents through a steady procession of olnl.ii Irs. He 
begins hy insisting that they all beniine "functional." 
In a ten-day crash program at the start of the school 
year, he teaches those who previously have been de- 
pendent lo dress ihemseKcs. get In and out of 1ml, 
wash, toilet, and wheel a chair. 


How this works was explained hy Sharon limey, 


21, who is paraly/ed in the lens, luck anil trunk, can- 
not use her fingers. The night she arrived. Nugent 
assigned her lo j dormitory room alone. Unlncmn lo 
her, she was being supervised 24 hours a day. 


"/ thought he teat the crucial man I had ever 


fcnoirn," Sharon rccallt. "Why; anyone could tee that 
I couldn't do thinRt for mytclf. Rut he left me there 
for ten n\g)tlt in a row. At the end of that time I teat 
fiiriout—but I irat functional. Why, I had crcii taiiRht 
mytclf to icrite—to 1 could tend home lettert telling, 
them hate mean I icat lieing treated." 


Nugent also insists that his students take meaning- 


ful subjects. He detests handicraft programs for the 
diuhlcd— "liaskct-wcaving and watch-making and all 
that artsy*raftsy stuff." He makes them study hard 
and shun i|>cci.il favors. 


On the other hand, Nugent wants students to be 


realistic about their limitations. "How- the hell are you 
going lo dn surveying from a wheelchair?" he asked 
a boy who wanted to study civil engineering. "Try 
aeronautical—you can handle that." He also discour- 
ages the disabled from social work ("loo many tcne- 
'ment stairs to climb") and elementary teaching ("very 
few schools are equipped for chairs").
